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In another column will be found an interesting letter 
from Capt. W. E. P. French, U.S.A., retired, setting 
forth his views on Socialism and his connection with that 
movement, in reply to our editorial of March 27, criti- 
cizing his identifying his rank and title in the Army with 
the Socialist movement. Nowhere‘ have we ever denied 
Captain French’s right to hold the opinions he does or 
to publish them as he sees fit. What we have maintained, 
and we believe that the overwhelming sentiment of Cap- 
tain French’s brother officers is with us, is that he should 
leave his rank out of all public discussions of Socialism. 
At the time the anarchists were hanged in Chicago, an 
officer of the Army, believing in philosophical anarchy 
and the attainment of that goal by the peaceful process 
of the ballot, would have put the Army in a totally 
wrong light if he had signed his appeals for his brand of 
anarchy with his name and Army title. It is impossi- 
ble that Captain French should have any sympathy with 
those Socialists who preach gutigy and desertion, and if 
our article is supposed to suggest the contrary it has 
been misunderstood. It appears to us, however, that 
those who hold such revolutionary doctrines have been 
interpreting him as sympathizing with their views. It 
should be remembered that it is the most radical among 
those who declaim against the existing order who are most 
likely to be followed as leaders. It was the apparently 
insignificant abolitionists of the North and the “fire- 
eaters” of the South, alike condemned by both the 
great parties ruling the country, who finally had their 
way and the strife they stirred up resulted in civil war. 
We do not believe that it is possible to establish the prin- 
ciples of advanced Socialism with out something in the 
nature of civil strife. But Captain French, who has 
given much study to the subject, thinks differently, as he 
shows in his interesting article and as he states in a pri- 
vate letter, in which he says: “For thirty years I have 
openly announced myself as an evolutionary, Army So- 
cialist. I have foreseen (or fancied I foresaw) the in- 
evitability of some form of collectivist co-operation in our 
country, and the only question in my mind has been 
whether it should come as a cataclysmic wave of red 
revolution or a gradual, ordered, directed and disciplined 
tide which should lift the nation to better and higher 
things. In brief, I believe that Army methods, applied to 
the problems of production and distribution and to pub- 
lic service, will solve, with law and order, most, if not 
all, of the burning questions of our time. In this I am 
joined by some 3£ the best minds in the Socialist move- 
ment, by many conservative men of position and wealth, 
and by some of the brainiest counsel of great trusts.” 
The best way of applying Army methods is through uni- 
versal military service, which has established the German 
empire, unified Italy and made the French Republic a 
possibility. 





Charles E. Beals, field secretary of the American Peace 
Society, in an address delivered at the Religious Educa- 
tion Association, Chicago, was in accord with the posi- 
tion assumed by this paper when he said: ‘The race is 
just entering upon the final chapter of political evolu- 
tion. I say this not in any alarmist spirit, not in any 
cheap, superstitious sense, but ground my glad statement 
on sober, scientific facts. Look back over the successive 
stages in the evolution of mankind. First, the individual 
is evolved, then the family, then the tribe, then the na- 
tion. The evolution process which has been going on 
from the beginning of man’s existence will not stop now, 
and we shall go on and on to the next chapter and the 
next. And what will be the next thing? International- 
ism. And beyond internationalism, what? Nothing, in 
the way of world political organization, unless, or until, 


Prof. Percival Lowell shall succeed in annexing Mars. 
Internationalism, then, in a certain sense, namely, the 
political, is the final chapter in the evolution of man. 
* * * A United States of America is the prophetic 
working model of the coming United States of the world. 
That once attained, the human race will enter upon its 
higher social, mental and moral evolution. Eliminate the 
waste of competing nationalism, remove the environment 
which makes for national prejudices and hatreds, get 
people to work together, instead of against each other, 
and you give the human race a chance to show what it is 
capable of doing.” Denunciation of war and of military 
establishments will not hasten the desired result, and 
history shows that every advance thus has been through 
war or military organization. It is thus that France, 
3reat Britain, Germany, Italy and the United States 


» have substituted the unity of co-operating and harmoni- 


ous states for the contests of smaller political units and 
thus removed provocations to war. Within the lifetime 
of men not yet on the retired list, the several states of 
Central Europe have been consolidated into the German 
Empire, and those of the Italian Peninsula into the King- 
dom of Italy. 


” 





Far better than the purposeless talk about militarism 
is the practical suggestion which comes from President 
Fliot, of Harvard, who in a speech at New York said: 
“During the past fifty years we have recorded great gains 
in regard to mutual intercourse and mutual comprehen- 
sion, but one of the next things we ought to do is to 
take careful, wise, practical steps toward increasing the 
amount of international publicity and therefore the mu- 
tual acquaintance and intercourse of one people with an- 
other. Conceive what new powers we have, in steam 
communication and electric speech, for promoting this in- 
tercourse and getting acquainted. Conceive how these 
new powers can be further utilized to this good end of 
mutual knowledge and sympathy. It would be better if 
the civilized nations of the world would unite in carry- 
ing on an international bureau of publicity. If we could 
extend that co-operative mode of action so that there 
would be in every capital of the world, in every great port 
and center, an impartial, intelligent, expert agent for in- 
ternational publicity, reporting steadily and with despatch 
to one central publication office, an effective security 
would be provided for international peace.” We are glad 
to be able to agree most cordially and heartily with this, 
for it is in a line with our suggestions that the way to 
establish peace is not by denouncing navies and armies, 
but by promoting international intercourse and _ recon- 
ciling international interests. The most effective move 
in that direction in our time has been the cruise of the 
American Battleship Fleet around the world, and what 
Dr. BHliot says is an effectual reply to the assertions of Dr. 
Jefferson, that the cruise of the fleet was without value. 
If Congress would only follow up the battleship cruise, 
the visit of Secretary Root to the South American repub- 
lies, and the globe-trotting experiences of President Taft, 
with wise legislation to promote the growth of a mer- 
chant marine that would carry our flag into every port 
in the world, we should take a decided step in the direc- 
tion of that better understanding with other nations 
which is promotive of peace. The commands laid by their 
prophet on the sect of the Babists, which is reported to 
be increasing in this country, are that they shall love all 
nations; antagonize and denounce no religion or belief; 
assist in “taking battle out of the earth”; establish a 
universal language, and “make to-day better than yester- 
day. When the principles of the Babists and the cor- 
responding teachings of Christianity become universal in 
practice, there will be as little use for guns and battle- 
ships as there is of artificial light with the glory of the 
risen sun illuminating the world. But for that we must 
wait indefinitely. Meanwhile let us take the world as 
it is.

The cruise of the Battleship Fleet of the United States 
Navy has borne surprising fruit in the opinion of those 
who have studied the military situation carefully, in 
that the enthusiasm it kindled among the Australians has 
resulted in a complete change of policy in the British 
colonies regarding their relation to and association with 
the scheme of imperial naval defense. Nowhere was the 
visit of Admiral Sperry’s ships received with more en- 
thusiasm than in New Zealand, and that plucky and pros- 
perous little island has come forward with a proposal 
to build a Dreadnought for the British navy, or, if neces- 
sary, two. This offer has opened the eyes of the British 
statesmen. Premier Asquith has telegraphed to New Zea- 
land the “government’s warmest gratitude for this gen- 
erous and patriotic offer.” Canada is considering the 
subject of making a similar offer, and Australia, where 
the echoes of the great receptions to the American Flect 
have scarcely died away, may be counted on to do the 
same, it is predicted by those who know the temper of 
our Antipodean friends. The colonies would thus add 
six Dreadnoughts to the fourteen now on the program 
of the British Admiralty. Mr. Asquith informed the 
House of Commons that the Admiralty was in error in 
assuming that Germany would have seventeen Dread- 
noughts instead of thirteen at the end of 1912. The 
London Spectator sees all sorts of trouble ahead of the 
United States in the growth of the German navy, and 
sends us this solemn warning: “The able, far-seeing men 
who control the naval policy at Washington know per- 
fectly well that if the American Fleet is not as strong 
as or stronger than that of Germany there is very little 
doubt that some day, whether in Brazil, Venezuela or the 





West Indian Islands, the Monroe Doctrine will be chal- 
lenged by the Power whose commercial interests are domi- 
nant in many parts of Spanish America.” Mr. Lewis Nixon 
suggests that if England permits her colonies to begin 
building battleships for her this one act will bring about 
a revolutionary change in the government of the British 
Empire. “If Canada, New Zealand and the States of 
the Australian Commonwealth build battleships for Eng- 
land, how long will it be before they will demand the 
right of helping to fix the foreign policy of England? In 
my opinion, it would be a mighty short time. And with 
so many dissimilar interests represented, England would 
give an exhibition that might be expected to resemble 
the present scramble of conflicting interests in the Ameri- 
can Congress over the tariff.” 


The Secretary of the Association of Graduates, U.S. 
Military Academy, in the course of his work in compiling 
a new edition of Cullum’s Register, has noted the striking 
fact that all of the men who have graduated at the head 
of their classes at West Point during the past forty-five 
years, beginning with the class of 1864, are still living, 
while of the “immortals” or those graduating at the foot 
of their classes, twenty per cent. have gone beyond. This 
is striking testimony to the fact that hard study, accom- 
panied by a proper physical training, does not injure a 
man. Is there any other school of instruction of like 
grade that can show a parallel to this? The numbers one 
from the Military Academy still living are G. J. Ly- 
decker, ’64; Chas.

G. B. Pillsbury, 1900; E. N. Johnston, 01: W. A. 
Mitchell, 02; Douglas MacArthur, 03; Chas. R. Pettis, 
704: DeWitt C. Jones, 05; H. S. Hetrick, 06; James 
G. Sleese, 07; G. E. Edgerton, ’08. Those whose names 
are in italic are no longer in the Service. Of those grad- 
uating at the foot of the class, twenty-nine are in the 
Army and nine are dead, and possibly some of the seven 
who have left the Army and whose subsequent career is 
not known in all cases. Two of these were dismissed 
and one of the honor graduates, Carter, was cashiered. 
Of the “immortals” in the Army, fourteen are in the In- 
fantry, ten in the Cavalry and three in the Artillery.

Despatches from Mexico say that President Diaz has 
accepted a renomination for the presidency, the present 
term expiring on Noy. 30, 1910. Don Porfirio is in his 
seventy-ninth year and his determination to cling to office, 
to the minds of some, augurs less certainty for the fu- 
ture of his country than if he should step aside for a 
younger man. It is easy for the detractors of so powerful 
a personality as his to argue that his unwillingness to trust 
the reins of government to other hands implies a lack of 
confidence in the permanence of the governmental and ad- 
ministrative amalgam which he has made of the many 
diverse and hostile elements in the population. A gen- 
eration of rule makes the incumbency of any governor 
conspicuous through the mere lapse of time, but when to 
it are added the achievements which have marked the 
seven terms of President Diaz his record is among the 
most noteworthy of the last one hundred years. Mexico 
long ago lost its place among the revolutionary countries 
south of us. Brigandage and violence, insurrections, for- 
eign invasions and weak central governments have been 
suppressed. The national credit has been established and 
stands high and a great railroad system has been created, 
Industry and commerce have flourished, and compulsory 
education has been enforced. It is unfortunate that 
Mexico's progress toward stability has had but little re- 
straining effect upon her small sister republics, and that 
the appetite for revolution in Honduras, Guatemala and 
Salvador gives no favorable sign of diminution.

Major Gen. A. W. Greely, U.S.A., retired, describes 
in the Independent the polar explorations during the 
year 1908, It is not generally known, but polar explora- 
tion has reached the dimensions almost of an jinter- 
national craze, judging from the summary made by Gen- 
eral Greely of the nations engaged in search of one or 
the other of the poles. In 1908 Canada, Denmark, 
France, Germany, England, Russia, Sweden and _ the 
United States were represented among the twelve expe- 
ditions which were struggling toward the end of the 
planet. The fascination of polar investigation is illus- 
trated hy the fact that eight leaders are veterans—Peary 
and, Cock of the United States, Bernier of Canada, 
Mrichsen and Rasmussen of Denmark, Charcot of France, 
Shackleton of England, and Geer of Sweden. Peary sent 
his final word from Etah, North Greenland, on Aug. 17, 
1908, and hoped to reach the North Pole in the spring 
of 1909 or 1910. His expectation then was to winter 
with his ship, the Roosevelt, on the north coast of Elles- 
mere Land in about 82 degrees 40 minutes north latitude. 
teneral Greely, himself acquainted with the horrors of 
Arctie isolation, says that the fortitude and endurance 
of Erichsen and Hagen, who died in November, 1907, are 
unsurpassed in polar history. 
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Going over the full text of the London Declaration re- 
cently adopted by representatives of the leading powers 
relative to revised rules of naval warfare, we find that it 
is a voluminous paper, comprising seventy articles in all. 
Every important point which arose in the conference was 
settled, except that regarding the conversion of merchant 
ships into war vessels. This remains for some future 
conference to decide, as there were differences of opinion 
found to be irreconcilable. Article 63, “Resistance to 
Search,” touches one of our earliest international ques- 
tions and one which was partly responsible for the War 
of 1812. The following is the reading of this article: 
“Forcible resistance to the legitimate exercise of the 
right of stoppage, search and capture involves in all cases 
the condemnation of the vessel. The cargo is liable to 
the same treatment as the cargo of an enemy vessel. 
Goods belonging to the master or owner of the vessel are 
treated as enemy goods.” This provides a definite rule as 
to the liability of a neutral vessel which resists the bel- 
ligerents’ right of visit and search. Forcible resistance 
on the part of a neutral vessel will, under the agreement, 
expose her to all the consequences of an armed conflict, 
including the risk of being sunk on the spot, and, if cap- 
tured, to condemnation in a prize court. It is only the 
use of force in offering resistance which entails these con- 
sequences and not the mere attempt to escape search by 
flight. Article 69 says that in the event of one of the 
signatory powers wishing to denounce the present declara- 
tion such denunciation can be made to take effect only 
at the end of twelve years, beginning sixty days after the 
deposit of ratifications. Such denunciation must be no- 
tified in writing at least one year in advance to the Brit- 
ish government, which shall inform all the other powers. 
The American State Department, through its delegates, 
asked that the prize court be considered as a court of 
arbitration only and not one of appeal, the Supreme 
Court of the United States being the final court of ap- 
peal for American citizens under the Constitution. The 
conference finally decided this point in favor of the 
American delegation. At the close of the declaration, in 
Article 70. Great Britain is requested to invite the na- 
tions not represented to recognize the new code. 





Not the least important news which appears regularly 
in the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL is the decisions of the 
Comptroller of the Treasury. Touching the financial side 
of the life of the sailor and the soldier, they have a large 
interest to the Services. In the Baltimore Sun recently 
appeared an instructive description of the authority of 


the Comptroller of the Treasury over the auditors of the 
departments. Six auditors are employed by the Treasury 
Department, one for each of the chief departments— 
namely, the auditor for the Treasury Department, the 
auditor for the War Department, the auditor for the 
Navy Department, who is Ralph W. Tyler, a negro, ap- 
pointed by President Roosevelt: the auditor for the In- 
terior Department, the auditor for the Post-office Depart- 
ment and the auditor for the State and other departments. 
These auditors, together with the Comptroller of the 
Treasury, are known as the accounting officers of the 
Treasury. Over the auditors sits the Comptroller of the 
Treasury, whose power over the several departments is 
almost unlimited; who is bound by no rules or authori- 
ties except those he finds in the bound volumes of his 
own decisions. He can reverse an auditor’s decision, but 
only upon complaint, and the auditor of each department 
construes the laws te suit himself, one of them one way 
and another a different way. If the Court of Claims re- 
verses an auditor, that reversal applies only to the case 
before it, and similar cases must each be appealed. The 
opinion of the Attorney General is treated with respect, 
but the Comptroller does not consider himself in any 
measure bound by it. There is absolutely no certainty 
as to future interpretations of the law which may be made 
by these auditors. One great defect in the present system 
is that there is no official in the Treasury Department 
within the range of whose knowledge or duty it is to 
know what are the effects of any action he may take.

Major Jay J. Morrow, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., and a 
member of the American Society of Civil Engineers, had 
a letter in the New York Sun of April 3, replying to the 
criticisms of the lock canal by H. G. Granger, a member 
of the American Institute of Mining Engineers, who had 
published a table of failures in dam or reservoir con- 
struction as pointing a warning against the Gatun dam. 
This array of mistakes in dams was formidable enough 
to lead astray the unenlightened layman, and it was 
precisely to set right that unfortunate individual who is 
receiving heavy cannonading these days from the sea-level 
artillery that Major Morrow stepped into the discussion. 
That he did so effectively is proved by his analysis of 
this alarmist table. Of the half-hundred failures given, 
Major Morrow shows that only five belong to that class 
of structures in which the critics have placed the Gatun 
dam, and “of these five not a single instance presents 
a feature even approximating parallelism to the condi- 
tions at Gatun.” In our issue of March 13, page 791, 
we expressed regret at the apparent element of unfairness 
in the discussion of the canal types by opponents of the 
lock plan. We are pleased to note that Major Morrow 
echoes our plea for fairness in this matter with these 
strong words: “Let us have an end to such criticism as 
this. I.et us be fair at least in our technical reports and 
leave the work of propaganda to the “muck rake” artists 
and the ten-cent periodicals. If this formidable list of 
failures is to cause us to halt in our construction of the 
Gatun dam, why should we ignore it in our consideration 
of the big Chagres River dam, which would have to be 
built to keep the floods of that torrential stream out of 
the sea-level ditch? Has not Colonel Goethals hit the 
nail squarely on the head when he said that the time 
and money required for the sea-level canal make that 
project prohibitive.”

Col. William C. Gorgas, Med. Corps, U.S.A., Chief 
Sanitary Officer of the Canal Zone, in his report to the 
commission for the calendar year of 1908, notes that the 
death rate among the employees is the lowest yet re- 
corded, being only 13.01 per thousand. In 1906 the rate 
was 41.37, and in 1907 18.77. Among the blacks the 
rate has fallen more sharply. In 1906 it was 47.24, in 
1907 33.28, and in 1908 only 12.76. This is the first year 
that the black death rate has been lower than the white 
rate. These figures are for employees only. For the 
general population of the Zone, Colon and Panama, the 
death rate has fallen per thousand from 65.41 in 1905 
to 24.83 last year. There has been a marked falling off 





in deaths from dysentery, malaria, typhoid and pneu- 
monia. The best measure of the sanitary work done on 
the Zone Colonel Gorgas considers the malaria cases. In 
1906 out of every thousand employees there were ad- 
mitted to the hospitals from malaria 821; in 1907 the 
number fell to 424, and in 1908 to 282. That is, there 
is only about one-third the amount of malaria among 
the employees that existed three years ago. Beriberi 
has fallen from 68 deaths in 1906 to 38 in 1908. It has 
been more than three years since a case of yellow fever 
developed on the Isthmus. The last case was in Novem- 
ber, 1905. The last case of plague was in August, 1905. 
No case of smallpox developed in 1908. The report for 
1908 on the whole shows far better conditions than have 
prevailed in any previous year since the Americans have 
heen in charge on the Isthmus, and the death and sick 
rates among the employees will compare favorably with 
those of most parts of the United States. We should, 
while doing full credit to the splendid work of Colonel Gor- 
gas and his assistants, not forget what Lieut. Col. Goeth- 
als, chief engineer of the canal, calls attention to in his bro- 
chure, “The Isthmian Canal,” which is just off the press 
of the Government Printing Office, Washington: ‘“Ac- 
cording to the statistics of the health department,” he 
says, “based on the death rate, the Canal Zone is one 
of the healthiest communities in the world, but it must be 
remembered that our population consists of men and 
women in the prime of life, with but few if any of the 
aged, and that a number of the sick are returned to the 
United States before death overtakes. them.” Colonel 
Goethals goes on to say that “too much credit cannot be 
given to the department of sanitation, which, in conjunc- 
tion with the division of municipal engineering, has 
wrought such a change in the conditions as they existed 
in 1904 as to make the construction of the canal possible.”

The 14th Regiment, N.G.N.Y., added nothing to the 
dignity of the National Guard or to the dignity of 
womanhood by having women compete in connection 
with the armory athletic games of one of its companies 
on March 16. The militia is essentially an institution 
for men. Women can have proper association with it 
in its social aspects, which are provided for in the re- 
ceptions and dances which customarily follow reviews 
and drills; but to give a feminine color to armory ath- 
letics is to lower the military tone of such competitions 
and bring them perilously near a burlesque. We note 
with pleasure that President James E. Sullivan, of the 
Amateur Athletic Union, has refused to sanction wom- 
en’s competitions in the metropolitan district. Most 
gratifyingly opposed to the spirit of the 14th Regiment 
of Brooklyn was the attitude of the 47th Regiment, 
also of Brooklyn, at its review on the evening of March 
27. After the military ceremonies were finished, a 
stringed orchestra was brought onto the drill floor to 
furnish music for the dancers. ‘We do this,” said 
one officer of the regiment, “because we believe the bet- 
ter dance music we have the greater will be the interest 
taken in the organization by the young women of the 
vicinity, and, paraphrasing Scripture, one may say that 
where their interest is there will the interest of the 
young men be, too. Keep good women interested in 
your organization and you will get good young men for 
recruits, is a rule we have found to work well.”

A tribute to the sympathetic spirit toward the National 
Guard among the enlisted men of the Regular Army is 
contained in a communication of the C.O. of the Con- 
necticut Coast Artillery. In forwarding the report on 
March 1 of ist Lieut. Edwin Cruise, 1st Co., C.A.C., 
Conn., N.G., to the A.G., relative to the cost of construc- 
tion of the standard type of range finding equipment, Col. 
Gilbert L. Fitch, commanding, made this reference: 
“But for the untiring efforts and masterly skill of Master 
Gun. Wm. E. Hankins, C.A.C., of Fort H. G. Wright, 
N.Y., the cost of construction would have been materially 
increased. The hearty co-operation by officers of the 
Regular Army has long ago become an established fact, 
and I can assure you that it is indeed gratifying to note 
evidence of the same spirit among the enlisted men.” 
This is a partial list of the apparatus constructed by Mas- 
ter Gunner Hankins and members of the Coast Artillery 
Corps, Connecticut Nationa! Guard, under the supervision 
of Ist Lieut. J. A. Pratt, C.A.C., U.S.A.. for instruc- 
tional purposes: ‘Two base and azimuth instruments and 
tripod mounts; plotting. range and deflecting boards, one 
each complete ; one wind component indicator, one mortar 
gun arm complete, one atmospheric board, one powder 
chart, one prediction scale for mortars, one set forward 
ruler for mortars, four telephone sets complete.

The address of the new secretary of the Association 
of Military Surgeons, Major Charles Lynch, U.S.A., and 
of The Military Surgeon has been changed to Washing- 
ton, D.C. In the April Military Surgeon, the retiring 
secretary and editor, Major James Evelyn Pilcher, has 
a commendatory sketch of his successor, of whom he 
says: “Major Charles Lynch is highly accomplished, 
widely experienced. extensively informed, and brings to 
his new duties an enthusiasm for military medicine, cul- 
tivated and accentuated by especial facilities for obser- 
vation and study. His success in organizing the Army 
Reserve Medical Corps presages well for his similar suc- 
cess in connection with the further recruitment of the 
Association of Military Surgeons.” Major Lynch entered 
the military service in 1893 as an assistant surgeon, and 
had the honor of being detailed from the General Staff 
to detached service with the Japanese army in the Man- 
churian war. Upon his departure from Japan he was 
decorated by the Mikado in recognition of his researches 
during the war. The record of his observations with the 
Japanese troops forms a valuable contribution to the 
military medical history of the war.

A little peep into the future of naval warfare is given 
us by Mr. Lewis Nixon in an article in the New York 
Times of April 4. “Did you notice a little item in the 
newspapers when the fleet was crossing the Atlantic 
on its world trip about a man who had been injured by 
a current of electricity that was passing between two 
wireless telephones?” asks Mr. Nixon. “Very few per- 
sons read it, because it was tucked away on the inside 
pages as a matter of little importance, but in my opinion 
it was very important. To me it suggests the idea that 
a discovery may be made any day that will enable one 
battleship to discharge a tremendous volume of electricity 
at a ship perhaps five miles distant and instantly kill 
every one on board. Marconi has shown that electricity 
can be sent without wires, and all that remains to be 


done before the electric battleship can become a fact is 
to discover how to direct the current so that it will go 
only one way and not kill those aboard the ship that sends 
it. I believe this will some time be done.”

The 1st Battalion of the 13th Infantry, Fort Leaven- 
worth, will participate in the annual encampment of the 
Missouri National Guard at Nevada, Mo., July 18 to 24. 
The battalion will be under command of Major J. H. 
McRae. For the military tournament to be held at Des 
Moines, Sept. 20 to 25, Brigadier General Morton has 
appointed a board to plan a program. ‘The detail con- 
sists of: Major Peyton C. March, 6th Field Art.; Major 
Thomas S. Bratton, Med. Corps; Capt. Palmer E. Pierce, 
13th Inf.; Capt. Edward L. King, 2d Cav.. and 1st Lieut. 
Douglas MacArthur, C.E. The 2d and 3d Battalions 
of the 13th Infantry, Fort Leavenworth, will attend the 
tournament. The Engineers will furnish one company 
for a tournament to be held at Toledo, O., and Co. A, 
oe Corps, is designated to attend the tournament in 

oledo. 
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The commission appointed by the Sixtieth Congress to 
procure plans and estimates for a memorial amphitheater 
at Arlington, Va., has rendered its report, recommend- 
ing an appropriation of $750,000 for a marble struc- 
ture with a seating capacity of about 5,000 persons, with 
room for a large number to stand in the colonnade. The 
stage will have a seating capacity of from 250 to 300 
persons. The plans submitted are for an amphitheater 
without a roof, but are so prepared that either a perma- 
nent or temporary roof may be added. The building 
would cover an area of about 34,000 square feet, con- 
siderably over one-half of this being taken up by the 
amphitheater proper, while the colonnade itself would 
have an area of about 8,000 square feet. 





Despite the great annual production of automobiles 
and the almost universal disuse of horses for the draw- 
ing of street-cars, horses are to-day more numerous and 
more valuable than ever before in the history of our coun- 
try. The last annual report of the Department of 
Agriculture shows that whereas in 1900 the number of 
horses in the United States was 13,537,000, valued at 
$603,000,000, there were in 1908 19,992,000 horses, worth 
$1,867,000,000. In recent discussion of the tariff bill 
the average price of a horse in the United States in 
1893 was given as $61; 1897, $37; 1900, $44, and 1908, 
$93. It would appear from these statements that the 
problem of a horse supply for our Army is not that of 
quantity available, but one of dollars and cents.

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Dr. William Geil, of Doylestown, Pa., who has recently 
arrived in London after an expedition in China, the main 
feature of which was tracing the Great Wall for 1,800 
miles from the coast of Shanhaikwan to Kiayukun, on 
the northern border of Tibet, was amazed to find indica- 
tions that the westernization of China is spreading to the 
remotest parts of the country, especially in military 
training. He saw small groups of men drilling in far- 
away villages. Sometimes there were only a dozen, but 
all were apparently controlled by some system. The 
people themselves seemed unaware of what they were do- 
ing it for, but Dr. Geil thinks it indicates the carrying 
out of a general plan to secretly prepare an enormous 
trained army. *

In the illuminating discussion that is going on in the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL on the subject of flats for 
Army posts, as suggested by Lieut. Col. Lea Febiger, 
U.S.A., reference is made by some of the contributors 
to this instructive symposium to the remark of Col. Wil- 
liam S. Patten, asst. g.m. gen., U.S.A., that “a tene- 
ment house in the rural district is contrary to the natural 
order of society.”

Prof. Alexander Graham Bell, speaking in Ottawa, 
Can., at a public gathering, said: “It is the thought of 
the British nation that it must be supreme upon the 
waters. But consider: A balloon such as that of Zep- 
pelin could float over London and the British fleet could 
not prevent it. The success of such machines as that 
means more to Great Britain than to any other power, 
because when these machines are used for purposes of 
war, sea power becomes secondary to air power. The 
nation that controls the air will be the foremost nation 
of the world.”

The Boston Globe publishes a cartoon entitled “A 
Costly Competition,’ and showing Kaiser Wilhelm on 
the left shoveling German gold coin into a furnace for the 
creation of German Dreadnoughts, while to the right 
King Edward is equally active burning English gold for 
English Dreadnoughts. It is a good representation of 
“money to burn,” but where is the loss to gold by fire, 
and where is the loss to the nation that sees its gold 
poured out to pay for the labor of its artisans and the 
wages of its servants rather than piled up in the treasury 
vaults to be a non-producer? 


The fourth article of the treaty of Paris reads: “The 
United States will, for the term of ten years from the 
date of the exchange of the ratifications of the present 
treaty, admit Spanish ships and merchandise to the ports 
of the Philippine Islands on the same terms as ships and 
merchandise of the United States.” This period expires 
May 10, 1909, so that it is now possible for the first time 
to modify the tariff in favor of the Philippines, as it is 
proposed to do in the Payne tariff bill, without giving 
Spain special privileges in its trade with the islands. 





A correspondent says: “I wish to thank you for the 
appreciative notice of General Cullum that appeared in 
the JourNAL a few weeks ago. It is fitting that such 
men should be recalled to the memory of-their surviving 
friends (as do the heathen Japanese) ; the tvpe seems to 
be growing rare, and the example needed.

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DIVISION OF MILITIA AFFAIRS. 


Lieut. Col. E. M. Weaver, U.S.A., Chief of Division. 
A copy of the report of 1st Lieut. John S. Pratt, C.A., 


U.S.A., instructor of the Coast Artillery troops of Con- 


necticut, has been distributed with a view to offering sug- 
gestions as to how successful procedure in connection 
with coast artillery instruction may be instituted and 
executed in other states. 

The War Department extends to the field artillery of 
the several states an invitation to participate in the ex- 
ercises and artillery fire instruction in connection with 
the proposed assembly of a battalion of Regular Field Ar- 
tillery at the government reservation, Sparta, Wis., dur- 
ing July and August next. The police rules and regula- 
tions established for the Regular troops must be con- 
formed to. It is proposed to formulate a plan of special 
instruction designed to secure to militia organizations the 
maximum profit from the experience. Under proper su- 
pervision by Regular officers the use of horses and artil- 
lery material of Regular organizations will be allowed 
militia organizations which do not bring their own horses 
and material to camp. It should be understood clearly, 
however, that militia batteries will be expected to bring 
their own ammunition and target material for artillery 
practice. The following schedule of time for the four states 
invited is proposed: Minnesota, two batteries, Aug. 1 to 
10, inclusive; Michigan and Wisconsin, one battery each, 
Aug. 11 to 20, inclusive ; Indiana, two batteries, Aug. 21 
to 30, inclusive. 

Under a decision of the War Department of No- 
vember 1, 1904, it was held that “The practice of 
accepting certificates in matters relating to property ac- 
countability has thus far been restricted to officers of the 
Army, and is, to some extent, based upon the oath of 
office which is required by law to be taken by that class 
of public officers. As officers of the Organized Militia 
do not take that oath, and are not subject to the opera- 
tion of the Articles of War, it is the opinion of the De- 
partment that affidavits instead cf certificates should be 
required in support of the findings of boards in respect to 
the loss of, or damage to, articles of public property 
which are issued to the several states for the use of this 
Organized Militia.” : * 4 

“Score registers for rifle range purposes’? are not in- 
cluded in the two individual records furnished by the 
War Department, which are a “Rifle-Firing Record, cost- 
ing 75 cents a hundred, and a “Pistol-Firing Record, 
costing 50 cents a hundred. These can be obtained on 
requisition by the Governor, either as an issue under the 
Militia law or for cash from state funds under Sec. 17 of 
the Militia law. : : ; 

With regard to the use of pay rolls in connection with 
the payment of troops participating in field service, Form 
No. 3, Division of Militia Affairs, was prepared, with a 
view to its use in connection with payments either from 
states funds or from Federal funds for field service per- 
formed under Sec. 14 of the Militia law; it may be used 
also in reporting payments made from United States 
funds and state funds jointly in connection with field serv- 
ice performed under orders of the state authorities. 

With regard to an inquiry as to whether officers of the 
militia can be admitted as students to the School of Mus- 
ketry at Monterey, Cal., the A.G. of a state was advised 
that the order establishing that school indicates that it 
is in the nature of an experiment. It is not included in 
the system of military ed&cation, and officers of the Or- 
ganized Militia are not considered eligible to attend it. 


Payment of a band from Federal funds can only be- 


authorized in case the band is composed of enlisted men 
and for the organization prescribed in Art. II, Militia 
Regulations. A militia band is not an essential feature 
of conformity to the Militia law. | 

The correspondence school which is to be one of the 
subdivisions of the Division of Militia Affairs, has not 
yet been organized. Inquiries should be addressed to the 
Division. 

Aiken targets can be obtained from the Army Ordnance 
Department on requisition by the Governor, but there is 
no authority of law to purchase in open market articles 
supplied by the War Department. Bie 

‘The traveling and subsistence expenses of a militia 
officer ordered to the work of acquiring and developing 
target ranges are legitimate charges against the states, 
but not the pay of his rank while on such duty. 

It is recommended that requisition be made for a suffi- 
cient number of the following blueprints to allow four 
to each company of state artillery: Three-inch barbette 
carriage, model 1903; 6-inch disappearing carriage, lim- 
ited fire, model 1903; 10-inch disappearing carriage, lim- 
ited fire, model 1901; 12-inch mortar, spring return car- 
riage, mode] 1896, M, II.

When the state's allotment under the Militia law and 
the allowance under the Act of May 27, 1908, are ex- 
hhausted, the purchase of arms and equipment for new 
upits must be made from state funds, unless it is pre- 
ferred to wait until funds are placed to the credit of the 
state from Federal appropriations. 

Where satisfactory evidence cannot be furnished that 
the loss of government property of militia organizations 
could not have been avoided by the exercise of reasonable 
care, the value of the property will be made a charge 
against the allotment of the state. If it is shown that 
the property was lost through: unavoidable causes, and 
without fault or neglect on the part of the responsible 
officers, the Governor will be authorized to drop the ar- 
ticles from his annual return. But few requisitions have 
been received for intrenching tools and carriers, of which 
the Army Ordnance Department has a sufficient quantity 
on hand available for issue which can be supplied on the 
usual requisition, after charge of the value to the quota 
of the state. 

Rear sights complete should be removed from gallery 
practice rifles, caliber .22, model of 1903, now in the 
hands of the militia and returned to the Springfield Ar- 
mory, Mass., to be exchanged for the new sights altered 
to conform to the graduation for 1906 ammunition. The 
return should include all parts as given under the rear 
sight, page 6 of Description and Rules for Management 
of the U.S. Magazine Rifle, model of 1903, caliber 30, 
No. 1923.

It is impossible to give any definite information as to 
the details of the special inspections of the Organized Mi- 
litia or as to the time required to make them, as this will 
depend in each case on the size of the organization and on 
the degree of training of the troops, but, speaking in gen- 
eral terms, the scope of the inspection will be such as to 
enable the inspecting officer to form a definite opinion as 


to the features of the military organization of the troops, 
the nature of the armament, and the degree of instruction.

Par. I, Cir. No. 10, W.D., Division of Militia Affairs, Dec. 
1, 1908, is amended to read as follows: 

II. The Secretary of War having decided that campaign 
badges are a part of the uniform and that their issue as such 
to members of the organized militia entitled thereto and to 
wear the uniform is authorized, instructions covering the 
requisition for the badges and their issue are prescribed as 
follows: 

Campaign badges of the patterns in the office of the Quar- 
termaster General of the Army will be issued by the War 
Department to the organized militia upon requisitions sub- 
mitted in the manner prescribed in Par. 115, Militia Regula- 
tions, as amended by Cir. No. 6, Division of Militia Affairs, 
Sept. 5, 1908; only those officers and enlisted men on the 
active list of the organized militia of a state, territory, or the 
District of Columbia, who have had service as indicated in 
Par. 1, G.O. No. 129, W.D., series of 1908, are entitled there- 
to. 

The badges will be issued to enlisted men gratuitously and 
the cost thereof will be charged against the allotment of the 
state, territory, or the District of Columbia under Sec. 1661, 
Rev. Stat., as amended, as follows: One badge, and attached 
ribbon, with box, $0.35; two sectional ribbons, $0.02; two 
bars and ribbon, $0.08; total, $0.45. 

Those supplied to officers will be furnished as a sale for 
cash from state funds under the provisions of Sec. 17 of 
the Militia law, as in the case of other supplies or material 
furnished to the states, as indicated in Par. 9, Cir. No. 4, 
Division of Militia Affairs, Aug. 31, 1908. 

A requisition for campaign badges for issue to the organ- 
ized militia will be accompanied by lists, in duplicate, of 
officers and enlisted men entitled to the same, as prescribed 
in Par. 8, G.O. No. 129,:W.D., series of 1908. When these 
lists shall have been verified from the records of the War 
Department and duly approved the badges will be sent direct- 
ly by the Quartermaster General to the adjutant general of 
the state or territory or the mifitia of the District of Columbia 
for distribution.

The Secretary of War has decided that retired officers 
of the Organized Militia are entitled to purchase badges 
to which they are shown to be eligible equal with officers 
on the active list. Section (ce), paragraph 1, G.O. No. 
129, W.D., Aug. 13, 1908, does not authorize the award 
of Spanish war campaign badges for services in the or- 
ganization specified in an inquiry en route to and in the 
Hawaiian Islands in 1898. 

The Organized Militia need carry on hand only the blan- 
ket, poncho and the arms and equipments specified in para- 
graph 132a, Militia Regulations, and the necessary am- 
munition to constitute conformity to the standard of sup- 
plies prescribed for the Regular Service. All requisitions 
for clothing and equipage are submitted on Form No. 90. 
Q.M.D., and for ordnance and ordnance stores on Form 
No. 390, O.D. 

Artillery Notes Nos. 11, 17 and 29 will be reprinted. 
The information contained in Nos. 6, 7, 18 and 16, which 
are also out of print, is either obsolete or can be obtained 
from other sources. The reprints will be made as soon 
as possible. 

A mechanical horse in use in the German army can- 
not be adopted for armory instruction of the mounted 
troops of the Organized Militia, as it is not an article 
provided for issue to the Army.

AERONAUTICAL NOTES. 


Those who criticise the backwardness of England in 
military aviation expect there will be a change as a re- 
sult of the recent visit of King Edward to Pau, France, 
where he saw Wilbur Wright make two successful flights. 
In one, which especially delighted the King, Wright came 
close to earth and performed evolutions with the utmost 
precision around the monarch and his party. Once 
Wright, with his sister beside him, soared to a great 


height, then skimmed along the road and disappeared in 
the direction of Pau, suddenly reappearing after an ab- 
sence of six minutes and descending amid applause from 
the King and the other visitors. After the many unsuc- 
cessful efforts in England to make airship flights, this ex- 
hibition must have made an impression upon royalty that 
may have its influence in developing aviation in the Brit- 
ish army. 

The object of the Krupp guns for warfare against the 
ships of the air is not to prevent invasion by aerial trans- 
port, but rather to put out of service these spies of the 
ethereal seas, whose almost sole utility is expected to 
be the scout service they may render. In this connec- 
tion it is stated that no balloon can observe anything 
with success unless it comes within six miles of an object 
at a height of some 5,000 feet. 

Col. B. Paden-Powell, in the National Review, takes 
an entirely opposite view to that of Punch on the ques- 
tion of the conquest of the air. Punch peeps into the 
future, watching the progress of British experimenta- 
tion, and under date of May 10, 1916, sees the British 
army aeroplane “hauled on to the golf course by a de- 
tachment of Royal Engineers, the machine given a brief 
rest in front of the bunker guarding the seventh hole. 
Colonel Cody then started the engine and gave the 
order, ‘Let go!’ The aeroplane leapt forward like a 
thing of life and landed on the green in one. There 
seems to be no doubt that it was in the air for at least 
three seconds. Colonel Cody was naturally jubilant, 
and, looking up at the squadron of Bulgarian aero- 
destroyers, which happened to be passing, expressed the 
opinion that the ‘Semper Eadem’ had come to stay!” 
Colonel Baden-Powell’s optimistic eye sees “military 
machines to the fore, attractive features at field days 
and reviews. Experience and development are sure to 
result in the production of more practical appliances, 
able to stem the gales and to start from any piece of 
ground. Ahbott the third year from now most people will 
have seen a flyer in the air, and a great many of the 
more adventurous ones will have made a flight. Aerial 
racing will have beceme an established sport. In four 
years’ time we may be able to say that flying is com- 
mon. It may perhaps still be looked upon as a somewhat 
venturesome practice, and among the general community 
may not be exactly an every-day experience, but most 
well-to-do people will have made a trip, and many will 
own machines and make almost daily runs.” 

Here is the plea of Major R. F. Moore, of the British 
army, for a closer imitation of the bird in aerial flight: 
“The experiments with flapping wings show that a hori- 
zontal thrust of from twenty pounds to twenty-seven 
pounds per horse-power can be obtained. This is far in 
excess of the six pounds to seven pounds that Mr. Wilbur 
Wright obtains with his propeller, A machine con- 
structed with flapping wings, as in nature, would be a 
true flier, and be far superior to any ‘ er kite’ or 
‘power gas-bag’ for aerial flight. It would be more in- 
dependent of the state of the weather, would be more self- 
contained, and travel at a greater 7 

The British War Department has induced the Treasury 
to quadruple for the ensuing twelve months the amount 
of money allowed last year for experiments in aerial navi- 


gation. Even this will not bring the expenditure much 
over $100,000, whereas the French War Department 
spent last year $250,000, while the German War Depart- 
ment devoted in 1908 nearly $1,000,000 to the same pur- 
poses, and in addition to this amount a very large sum 
was raised by popular subscription for the experiments 
of Count Zeppelin, which are carried on under the 
auspices of the Berlin War Department. 

The criticism that the Zeppelin airship was a day late 
in landing at Munich last week, because it was helpless in 
a high wind that came along, is not so very serious, thinks 
the Springfield Republican, which says: “Ships on the 
sea often fail to make their harbors for the same reason; 
and if the wind happens to blow a gale most of them 
prefer to run before it rather than fool around a harbor’s 
entrance. Of course, the airship is much more helpless 
in a gale than a marine craft, but, on the other hand, it 
should not be forgotten that sailing the sea began at least 
thirty centuries before sailing the air did. Give the aero- 
nauts 3,000 years and they will surprise folks.” 

The feverish exgitement caused in England by the con- 
templation of the advanced state of Germany’s facilities 
for rapid building of Dreadnoughts finds an echo in the 
discussion of the question of aviation. The Army and 
Navy Gazette, London, calls attention to the fact that in 
1912—critical year in the British-German battleship cal- 
culation—Germany will possess “at least twenty-four 
Zeppelins, more speedy even, and more powerful, than the 
pioneer mammoth.” The additional thought that “the 
succeeding Zeppelins will be more formidable and will 
carry guns and each a ton of explosive ready to be 
dropped upon ships or fortifications” is equally disturb- 
ing to our British contemporary, which bewails the fact 
that Britain has no factory properly equipped for air- 
ship building, whilé the German factory at Friedrichs- 
hafen is in full blast. The fact that France was allowed 
to do years of experimenting with submarines before Eng- 
land took up their construction, the Gazette says is not 
parallel, as there were in England shipyards and builders 
competent and available at any time to create a subma- 
rine fleet at short notice. 
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PROTECTION FOR THE MISSISSIPPI VALLPY. 

Inland waterway improvement, Mississippi Valley trade 
expansion, adequate protection of the valley commerce, 
and a more general recognition of the common ties that 
bind the people and the interests of the valley states 
were the subjects informally discussed by half a hundred 
men prominent in valley affairs at a mid-day luncheon 
given in New Orleans, March 31, by the New Orleans 
Progressive Union in honor of visiting governors and 
other prominent men. 

Mr. Ellis said: “The Federal Government, while spend- 
ing many millions of dollars to secure to the people 
these vast benefits, seem to have overlooked the fact 
that an unprotected navigable waterway affords the 
easiest avenue for the enemy in time of war, since the 
War and Navy Departments not only are not making 
provision for the proper protection of the valley, but 
are actually curtailing the inadequate protection we have 
secured through long years of effort.”” Governor Hadley 
and Messrs. Van Cleave and Kavanaugh immediately be- 
gan asking pointed questions, and were amazed on being 
told that with the exception of a single incomplete fort 
some miles below New Orleans there was nothing on 
the Mississippi River with which to contest the progress 
of hostile battleships up the river to New Orleans. or 
hostile gunboats to the harbor at St. Louis and other 
far inland cities which now fancy themselves secure. 
“We've never given this matter any particular thought in 
Missouri,” said Governor Hadley, “because we quite 
naturally supposed the Government was providing ade- 
quate protection. The entire valley is interested, and we 
should lose no time in so informing Congress through 
our representatives at Washington.” y 

Mr. Van Cleave and Mr. Kavanaugh urged the im- 
portance of establishing a first-class fortified naval base 
on the Lower Mississippi. ‘Ten years from now,” said 
Mr. Van Cleave, “the commerce of the valley will move 
along the Mississippi River and its great tributaries, and 
not east and west over high mountains. With this 
change the growth of valley commerce will be reckoned 
in billions of dollars. Ultimately, the Government will. 
of course, see the necessity of protecting us from a for- 
eign enemy, but our progress wi!! be much more rapid, 
safer and more satisfactory if provision for such pro- 
tection is kept a little ahead of our trade expansion.’ 

It was asserted that practically all the work done in 
the past by the Government looking to the protection 
of the Mississippi Valley had been done more as a con- 
cession to Congressman Adolph Meyer, of Louisiana, who 
died recently, than from any real desire to look after the 
valley’s welfare. This turned discussion to the naval 
base subject. The death of Congressman Meyer, it was 
stated, was followed by a withdrawal of much of the 
Government’s interest in fortification matters on the 
Lower Mississippi, the naval station at New Orleans was 
given no more Government work to do, and it was de- 
clared that recently much machinery, purchased with 
money appropriated for the New Orleans station, was di- 
verted by the naval bureau and sent to Puget Sound. 


ACCOUNTANTS IN FEDERAL SERVICE. | 


Pleading for a larger use of skilled public accountants 
in the administration of the Federal departments, a 
writer in the Baltimore Sun says that when William C. 
Whitney became Secretary of the Navy, in 1885, he found 
that each of the bureaus into which the Navy was divid- 
ed had a store of supplies, and that each of the stores 
was conducted as a separate business, without any friend- 


ly relations or comity with any of the others. Mr. Whit- 
ney abolished all these bureau stores and established one 
general store, from which the entire Navy gets its sup- 
plies, and the purchase and payment for which is pat 
into the hands of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts. 
Of this bureau the Paymaster General is the chief. 

Starting with this great reform by Mr. Whitney, the 
Navy Department, so far as accounting is concerned, has 
been brought to a condition of great perfection by the 
present Paymaster General, Eustace Barron Rogers, U.S. 
N. He has introduced modern methods of bookkeeping, 
loose-leaf ledgers, adding machines and all the labor-sav- 
ing appliances of the modern business establishment. The 
pay of officers and men on the ships, wherever they may 
be, whether in the Philippines, or Japan, or China, or on 
the western coast of South America, is given to them in 
the money of the country. By taking advantage of ex- 
change rates, the cost of transmitting funds to all foreign 
a has been reduced from $30,000 a year to almost 
nothing. 

The Sun writer says that notwithstanding the excellent 
methods of business accounting which have been intro- 
duced and perfected by Paymaster General Rogers in the 
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last two years, the Department is greatly harassed by the 
Treasury officials and the lack of a general co-ordinating 
system of accounting for all the departments. The em- 
ployment of public accountants and consulting experts 
outside of the government service could bring the Navy 
Department into harmonious working contact with the 
rest of the government and save an enormous expense. 
A great deal of the time of the officials of the Bureau 
of Supplies and Accounts is consumed in responding to 
unnecessary demands from Treasury accountants. 

The employment of outside experts would perhaps be 
of greater service to the Army than to the Navy. The 
War Department is, like all Gaul, divided into three 
parts-—the pay division, the quartermaster and the com- 
missary. But it might be better, says the Baltimore 
critic, while leaving the work of transportation with the 
Quartermaster General and the work of supplying food 
with the Commissary General, to concentrate the account- 
ing and contracting in the pay department. Such ques- 
tions as this might be put to public accountants. They 
might suggest methods of bringing the three divisions of 
the Army together in co-ordination ‘and the War De- 
partment into proper relations with the Treasury account- 
ants. In point of fact, the value of public accountants 
has been demonstrated in the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment. The present Quartermaster General, finding that 
methods needed improvement, devised a new system of 
business, which he submitted to a firm of expert business 
accountants who were employed by him. | They made their 
recommendations. and they were put into effect a few 
months ago. That which has been found advantageous 
in a single department would be more advantageous in 
bringing all the departments into harmony and co-ordina- 
tion, so that they would work together with a common 
purpose. 


CAPTAIN FRENCH EXPLAINS.

To THE EpiTor OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: ; 
Referring to your editorial of March 27, “Socialism in 
the Army,” I trust that your courtesy and sense of fair- 
ness will permit me to correct both your statements and 
your deductions as they affect and reflect upon my pa- 





triotism, honor and intelligence. ! 

It is true that Mr. Engene V. Debs, accompanied, 
among other gentlemen, by a man of wealth and position 
and a metropolitan editor, visited my home, was honored 
by my mother with her affectionate regard, and won the 
liking, respect and admiration of my family and guests 
(as this honest, earnest, courageous worker for human 
betterment always does from all kindly and just people 
that meet him, whether they are friends or political and 
economic enemies). To entertain my own friends in my 
own house is my inalienable right, and it is no concern 
of the public, the Army, or the press. As citizen and 
soldier, I am an American, and the constitution of my 
country guarantees me freedom of speech and the rights 
of “life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness.” 

As to “the honeycombing of the American Army and 
Navy” with Socialistic ideas, it was said, a few years 
ago. by the president of one of our greatest colleges, that 
he believed that half the people of the United States 
were Socialists at heart. The commissioned and enlisted 
personnel of the two Services being of at least average 
mentality and information, it is fair to suppose that they 
may be as receptive of progressive thought as civilians. 
I know many officers of strong Socialistic tendencies and 
belief, and one, of high rank, who made a notable address 
for Socialism in a theater before a large audience, con- 
necting its tenets with those of Christianity. There 
certainly should be, to quote The Call and you, “ ‘no fear 
of the Army as an opponent of Socialism.’” The army 
of a republic such as ours will never be used to coerce 
a lawful political party at the polls, and the Socialist 
Varty, whose propaganda is by the ballot and not by the 
bullet, is as sure cf protection in the use of the franchise 
and the fruits of any political victory it may win as any 
of the older parties. To think, say, or write otherwise 
is to confess oneself an ass and a traitor to American in- 
stitutions, laws and traditions. . 

You say you “believe it will take many a Captain 
French to win the American soldier from his loyalty to 
the flag.” It is a sufficient answer to that absurd asper- 
sion for me to reply, that I have taught hundreds of sol- 
diers and hundreds of cadets in a military academy loy- 
alty and reverence for the flag of our Union; that my 
published writings, in prose and verse, and my public 
speeches are full of loving references to the flag of my 
country; and that I have always adjured labor unions 
and Socialists to march, industrially. sociologically, aud 
politically, under Old Glory and no other banner. 

Neither 1 nor any Socialists with whom I happen to 
be acquainted cherish “ideas designed to subvert the very 
government that gives rank and pay to the retired officer. 
Socialism, as I understand it, designs to capture, if pos- 
sible, by lawful use of the suffrage (exactly as any other 
political party does) the powers of government, and, if 
suceessful, purposes to employ those powers. under the 
Constitution. for the eure of economic ills and the better- 
ment of the entire body politic. That certain hotheads in 
an organization that believes in and practices peaceful 
propaganda should preach “mutiny in the Army” is very 
unfortunate and deplorable: but it is, manifestly, as un- 
fair to tar a lot ef law-abiding evolutionists with the 
vagaries of a few mistaken zealots as it would be to hold 
Christianity accountable for the acts of Torquemada and 
some other quite honest but mistaken and violent en- 

siasts. a 
— me assure you that Captain French most emphati- 
eally dishelieves that “the Army is the slave of the 
capitalist class.” I believe that the United States Army 
is the servant of the whole people, not of a class, pluto- 
ératie or proletarian, not of a party, not of labor or 
capital. And this I believe despite the fact that I was 
credibly informed by a prominent newspaper man that 
in a famous metropolitan club, not long ago, a certain 
“malefactor of great wealth,” when asked what he would 
do against the rising tide of Socialism, openly boasted 
that his class owned and paid the Army, and that if 
Socialists ever menaced their interests the bayonet would 
be unsparingly used. It was a vain and empty boast : 
our Army belongs to the Nation, not to “High Finance” ; 
and this traitorous remark, repeated before a number 
of officers, raised a vehement and angry storm of pro- 
test from men sworn to defend the Constitution of the 
Tni States. : c 
: vo pag “Socialism itself stands for the antithesis of 
individualism.” It is a fact, for unrestricted individual- 
ism is anarchy, as Huxley correctly defines it; and you 
seem to appreciate the fact, as you remark in the next 
yaragraph, “To tear down the flag of one’s country is 
virtually to hoist the black flag of irresponsible individ- 


ualism.” Is the converse of your proposition true, Mr. 
Editor? 

I did not see the articles in the Appeal to Reason, to 
which you refer; if I had they would have aroused both 
my anger and my protest, if, as you state, they “exalt de- 
sertion into a virtue.” Let me say, here, that I have often 
deplored the attitude of a few Socialists in their curious 
antagonism to the Army, have fought it when and where 
I could, and have taught from the platform and Christian 
pulpits that the Army is a nearly perfect example of co- 
operation and collectivism, as well as the close prototype 
of the ideal republic, being in fact, though not in name, 
a rational and constitutional Socialism. 

I know no Socialists that “are not only opponents of 
private property, but also are hostile to religion and 
morality.” Socialism, as it is understood by its students 
and adherents, is commonly believed to be a conservator 
of both public and private property, as well as a religion 
(that of humanity), a system of pure and applied ethics, 
and a polity rather than a mere policy. It is fair to 
predicate that the holders of a cult can define its ends 
and aims better than its adversaries, who may be actu- 
ated by self-interest and a desire to deceive. 

You quote from Mr. Theodore Roosevelt's article in 
The Outlook of March, inferring that I suffer from “great 
looseness of thought” and “a nebulosity of faith.” Per-, 
mit me to quote from the same gentleman’s second part of 
the same essay, as found in the first number of the April 
Outlook. Says our ex-President: 

“Ruin faces us if we decline steadily to try to reshape 
our whole civilization in accordance with the law of 
service, and if we permit ourselves to be misled by any 
empirical or academic consideration into refusing to ex- 
ert the common power of the community where only 
collective action can do what individualism has left un- 
done, or can remedy the wrongs done by an unrestricted 
and ill-regulated individualism. * * * There are 
many peculiarly high-minded men and women who like 
to speak of themselves as Socialists. whose attitude, con- 
scious or unconscious, is really merely an indignant recog- 
nition of the evil of present conditions and an ardent wish 
to remedy it, and whose Socialism is really only an ad- 
vaneed form of liberalism. Many of these men and 
women in actual fact take a large part in the advance- 
iment of moral ideas, ete. * * #* 

“We should do everything that can be done, by law 
or otherwise, to keep the avenues of occupation, of em- 
ployment, of work, of interest, so open that there shall 
he, so far as it is humanly possible to achieve it, a meas- 
urable equality of opportunity for each man to show the 
stuff that is in him. When it comes to reward, let each 
man, within the limits set by a sound and far-sighted 
morality, get what. by his energy. intelligence, thrift, 
courage, he is able to get, with the opportunity open. 
We must set our faces against privilege; just as much 
against the kind of privilege which would let the shift- 
less and lazy laborer take what his brother has earned as 
against the privilege which allows the huge capitalist to 
take toll to which he is not entitled.” The rest of this 
paragraph is tautological, but it and much of the rest 
of this essay, as well a great deal else in Mr. Roosevelt’s 
published messages and other writings, is good, orthodox 
Socialism: and, as has been suspected by many close ob- 
servers for a long time, our ex-President is not only 
deeply indoctrinated with the best Socialistic thought, bet 
is as nearly a Socialist as any one can well be under 
“an unrestricted and ill-regulated individualism.” 

Any American, civilian or soldier, has the right to 
think, speak and write freely, as well as the right to 
“ally himself’ with any religious, political or social or- 
ganization. Who denies these rights is, in my opinion, 
guilty of constructive treason.

SECOND PLACE FOR MASSACHUSETTS.

In the current issue of your paper, in noticing a re- 
union of the 6th Massachusetts Infantry, you state “that 
it was the pioneer of troops in the Civil War.’ * * * 
“and was the first to shed blood in defense of the Union 
and the first to arrive in Washington.” This statement 
has so often been made and insisted on by many that 
after a while the general public will believe it is true. 
The 6th Massachusetts were not the first troops to reach 
Washington city in defense of the Union, under Presi- 
dent Lincoln’s call for 75,000 men. That good regiment 
marched through Baltimore and reached Washington on 
April 19. 1861, but 580 Pennsylvania troops, afterward 
organized as the 25th Regiment, Pennsylvania Vol. Inf., 
marched through Baltimore and reached Washington on 
April 18, 1861, one day ahead of the Massachusetts regi- 
ment. 

Nick Biddle. a colored man, with these Pennsylvania 
troops, was wounded in Baltimore on April 18, and his 
blood dyed his coat of blue. The records of the first 
session of the Thirty-seventh Congress show that on 
July 22, 1861, Representative Campbell, of Pennsylvania, 
offered and had agreed to, under the operation of the 
previous question, a resolution of Congress, embodying 
“that the thanks of the House are due, and are hereby 
tendered, to the five hundred and thirty soldiers from 
Pennsylvania who passed through the mob of Baltimore 
and reached Washington on April 18 last for the defense 
of the National Capitol.” 

It is time that the ghost of the Massachusetts 6th 
reaching Washington first was laid. It has walked too 
long already, and those who are chary about making 
inisstatements had better consult history and stick to 
facts.

star to be on cuff midway between end of sleeve and cuff 
braid. Fourth, star and one bar; fifth, star and two 
bars: sixth, two stars; seventh, two stars and one bar: 
eighth, two stars and two bars: ninth, three stars, ete. 
Stars and bars for foot service of gold braid, for mounted 
service, silver braid. No mixture of the two colors al- 
lowed; the insignia to represent the branch in which the 
wearer is then serving.

THE LOSSES AT GETTYSBURG. 


The following letter appeared in the Springfield Re- 
publican of March 30: 

To the Editor of the Republican: 

The Universal Peace Society has been making exten- 
sive use for some years of a statement by a correspondent 
of The Republican to the effect that 40,000 men lay dead 
and dying on the field of Gettysburg. It may seem some- 
what late to correct this statement, but possibly you 
may desire to make your record clear by publishing the 
fact that the total number killed and mortally wounded 
on both sides during the three days’ fight at Gettysburg 
was much less than one-fourth of the 40,000 claimed 
by the Universal Peace Society. 

For proof of the correctness of this statement I refer 
you to the official estimates of the killed and wounded 
at Gettysburg, July 1-3, 1863, which are as follows: 
Union loss in killed, 3,072; Confederate, 2,592; total, 
0,664. These figures are found in the Official Record 
of the Rebellion, in the Century War Book, in Fox’s 
“Losses of the Civil War,” in Nicolay and Hay’s “His- 
tory of Lincoln,” in Johnson’s Universal Cyclopedia, in 
the New International Cyclopedia, and in other cyclo- 
pedias. I have seen no statement in any cyclopedia 
that varies much from these figures. If it does, it is 
so far wrong. 

The absurdity of the statement that 40,000 men lay 
dead and dying on the field at Gettysburg is shown by 
the fact that in that case the dead and wounded in the 
two armies would have outnumbered the total combatants 
on that field by over 50,000 men. As the wounded are 
between four and five to one of the killed. the total 
of killed and wounded, if there were 40,000 killed, would 
be something over 200,000, while the men actually en- 
gaged in action at Gettysburg numbered 82,000 for the 
Union Army .and 70,000 for the Confederate. a total 
of only 152,000. The number under arms was somewhat 
greater. The detailed statement of losses by Generals 
Meade and Lee in their official reports, found in Vol. 
XXVII of the Official Records of the War of the Re- 
bellion, are as follows:

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STANTON AS A BUTTONHOLER. 


In an article in the April Century, entitled “Lincoln's 
Interest in the Theater,” Leonard Grover, well known in 
connection with theatrical management in Washington, 
says: 

“There was one night when Mr. Lincoln came alone, 
and invited me to sit fer a while. After half an hour, 
Mr. Stanton, who had followed in pursuit, entered 


the box unannounced and seated himself, giving me 
a glance that might have been construed as a suggestion 
that I was in the way. Mr. Lincoln introduced me to 
the Secretary, and after an interchange of courtesies, I 
was about to withdraw, when Mr. Lincoln asked me im- 
pressively to remain. Inferring that my presence might 
be useful to him, I sat slightly behind them and in the 
center, leaving the President in front nearest the stage 
and the Secretary beside him and slightly to his left. 
Now this of itself would scarcely deserve chronicling, 
but the incident illustrates the masterful, somewhat 
aggressive methods of the Secretary and the gracious, 
forbearing nature of the President, who, with ever polite 
tenacity, insisted on having his own- way. 

“Mr. Stanton immediately began a conversation in a 
low tone of voice, the nature of which I made it my 
business not to hear. Mr. Lincoln responded in a short 
sentence and let his eyes drift away to the stage. Mr. 
Stanton resumed in a longer statement. Mr. Lincoln 
turned quietly, nodded two or three times gently, and 
again his eyes sought the stage. This was repeated, 
Mr. Stanton’s speeches always low, as both were in 
sight of the audience, growing in length, and Mr. Lin- 
coln listening, nodding in an affable manner that said 
neither yes nor nd, and then turning to the stage. This 
continued for some minutes until Mr. Lincoln’s nods 
grew more infrequent, till finally he would do the nod- 
ding while his face was turned away and he was ap- 
parently occupied with the performance. Then Mr. 
Stanton twice deliberately reached out, grasped Mr. Lin- 
coln by the lapel of his coat, slowly pulled him round 
face to face, and continued the conversation. Mr. Lin- 
coln responded to this brusque act with all the smiling 
geniality that one might bestow on a similar act from 
a favorite child, but soon again turned his eyes to the 
stage. . 

“IT had pushed myself a little to the rear to indicate 
that I was not listening, and, in fact, I don’t think 
T heard a word from first to last. I imagined that Mr. 
Stanton might be pursuing a subject that Mr. Lincoln 





had come away from the White House to avoid, and that 


Mr. Lincoln was not so much interested in the play as 
desirous that Mr. Stanton should think he was. Finally, 
impressed with the futility of his efforts, Mr. Stanton 
arose, said good night, and withdrew. Mr. Lincoln 
vouchsafed no explanation to me, but appeared to get 
much satisfaction out of the rest of the play. As far as 
I know, that was the only visit Mr. Stanton ever paid 
to our theater, unlike other members of the Cabinet, 
notably Governor Chase, Montgomery Blair, and above 
all, Secretary Seward.” 
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An officer at Fort Leavenworth informs us that the 
United States military prison at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., 
was not destroyed by fire on the night of March 31, as 
reported in the press despatches. The shop building only 
was burned. The prisoners were not removed from in- 
side the prison walls. There was not an armed guard 
or soldier inside the prison wall nor was any required. 
The shop building was very old and was valued at ap- 
proximately $72,000, including the machinery installed 
in the building. There was no disorder of any kind 
among the prisoners. The detachment of the guard, and 
of the enlisted men of the 15th Cavalry, the 13th Infan- 
try and the battalion of engineers on duty at the post of 
Fort Leavenworth, succeeded in confining the fire to the 
shop building. The best of order was maintained 
throughout the entire fire. Describing the fire, the 
Leavenworth Times says: “Everywhere there was per- 
fect discipline. Outside the prison was a cordon of 
armed guards who kept spectators a hundred yards from 
the walls and formed a protection in case the prisoners 
tried to get out. The soldier guards demonstrated what 
discipline means in an Army post. Even the reporters 
were unable to work their way past the strong guard 
line drawn about the prison. The discipline of the 
prisoners themselves was the most remarkable. They 
stood quietly under guard and made no effort to cause 
trouble. A few men were injured by falling bricks and 
scalding water.”

The Navy Medical Bulletin for April has come from 
the Government Printing Office press this week with the 
usual large array of interesting and valuable professional 
articles. Surg. B. L. Wright and A. B. Clifford have 
excellent artiGles on the further treatment of tuberculosis 
at the Las Animas hospital. Surg. C. G. Alderman pre- 
sents a unique discussion of the treatment of typhoid 
fever by colon irrigation. Surg. C. C. Grieve deals with 
an aggravated case of infected wounds from bear bite, 
Med. Inspr. H. G. Beyer reviews interestingly Dr. 
Schmink’s book on the treatment of sweat-foot, and also 
writes on book disinfection and tactics and health in the 
Army. Med. Dir. R. C. Persons reports at length on the 
work projected by the special board on bubonic plague 
protection at Mare Island. The main theme of this plan 
of protection is to avoid the spread of the disease by 
rats. It is urged that all boardwalks be raised twelve 
inches from the ground so as not to afford a harboring 
place, that all waste grounds should be burned over, that 
all stables and storehouses should have concrete floors, 
that hawsers of ships running to docks should have metal 
cones on them to prevent rats traveling over them, that 
the mouths of all open sewers should be closed with net- 
tings, that a rat fence should be built across the island, 
that houses without cellars should be raised at least 
eighteen inches from the ground and left open, that 
numerous crematories should be provided to burn up all 
refuse so as to allow no food for rats, and that an in- 
cessant warfare by trapping should be conducted by every 
one stationed at the yard.

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Brig. Gen. Geo. W. Davis, J.A.G., U.S.A., has ren- 
dered an opinion in reply to the request from certain 
health authorities of the state of New York that returns 
be made to said state authorities of health and vital sta- 
tisties of troops stationed at posts within the boundaries 
of the state. The substancg of the opinion, which has 
been approved by the Secretary of War, is as follows : 
“The Constitution vests in United States jurisdiction 
over lands purchased with consent of legislature of state 
in which situated, and such jurisdiction is exclusive of 
s.ate authority. The character and extent of such juris- 
diction is set forth by Supreme Court in case of Fort 
Leavenworth R.R. Co. vs. Lowe, in which the court says 








that Congress has like authority by the Constitution over: 


such places as it has over the District of Columbia, and 
that is the power of exclusive legislation in all cases 
whatsoever that no other authority can be exercised over 
them has been the uniform opinion of Federal and State 
tribunals and of the Attorney General. In the same case 
the court said that the exemption of such places from state 
control is essential to the independence and sovereign au- 
thority of the United States within the sphere of their 
delegated powers. Officers and men composing garrisons 
of military posts in New York are temporary sojourners 
in that state. They are constantly changing their sta- 
tions and form no part of its permanent resident popula- 
tion, and as they live under special conditions the statis- 
tics called for would be to some extent inaccurate, and it 
may be doubted whether they would contribute to any 
useful purpose if the post commanders were required to 
furnish them.”

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Summing up in the Journal of the U.S. Artillery, 
March-April issue, the performances of the automobile 
torpedo in coast defense, Major Richmond P. Davis, 
Coast Art. Corps, U.S.A., finds the following to be the 
main features of automobile torpedo warfare: While 
these weapons have a range beyond 4,500 yards at high 
speed, they cannot be considered efficient except at short 
range. They have no application except as the armament 
for special boats to be used as adjuncts to fleets or 
shore defenses in particular cases. Special boats for the 
use of automobile torpedoes have been developed to a 
high state of efficiency as far as relates to all features 
except actual hits with their torpedoes, which remains 
to be demonstrated in practice or action. Apparently it 
is impossible to obtain from any source the records of 
actual hitting with automobile torpedoes, and we are 
not far wrong in concluding that the percentage will be 
very low unless the torpedo is fired very close to a ves- 
sel at anchor. 
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A Mrs. Streeter, living near Fort Ontario, who recently 
distinguished herself in an exceptional manner in con- 
nection with the effort of a deserter of the 24th Infantry 
to escape hot pursuit by his commanding officer, has pre- 
sented a claim for the usual reward paid to persons who 
apprehend and deliver over deserters to the government. 
It seems that the man in his effort to get away dodged 
into an ice cave on the Niagara river and the woman told 
the soldiers pursuing where the man was. He was routed 
out of the place in two minutes and caught. The War 
Department authorities hold that what she did was a 
public duty and that it in no wise corresponds to the 
service implied in the apprehension and delivery of de- 
serters. The claim of the under sheriff at Bakersville, Cal., 
for the $50 reward for apprehending and delivering an en- 
listed man who deserted from Battery C, 4th Field 
Art., was this week allowed, although the man on his 
trial by court-martial was let off in consequence of 
failure to convict by reason of a defective affidavit.

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Sigismond de Ivanowski has painted a portrait of Rear

The scout cruiser Birmingham, equipped with recipro- 
cating engines, in the trial which ended on the afternoon 
of April 7, for the third time maintained her position as 
champion scout cruiser in the coal and water endurance 
test when the three vessels returned to Bradford, R.1. 
The third trial was a run of 100 hours at a twenty-knot 
rate as far south as the Bahamas. The vessels had good 
weather and proved themselves generally seaworthy and 
their engines worked satisfactorily. The vessels will start 
on their twenty-four hour top speed test on Monday, 
April 12, if the weather is favorable, and will later go to 
the coast of Liberia, carrying the Liberian investigation 
commission. It was stated at Newport, R.I., April 8, that 
the official figures of the coal consumption in the 100-hour 
test at the twenty-knot rate which was completed April 7 
were: Birmingham, average consumption of coal per 
day, 153 1-2 tons; Chester, 157 tons; Salem, 202 tons. 





President Taft has decided to make all his appoint- 
ments hereafter to West Point and Annapolis competitive. 
As a rule, these appointments are: held almost exclusively 
for the sons of Army and Navy officers. The new order 
will go into effect at once as to the candidates for the 
Military Academy and a large list of designations has al- 
ready gone out to the sons of Army officers.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

Admiral Pascual Cervera, who commanded the Spanish 
fleet which was destroyed by the U.S. fleet at Santiago 
de Cuba nearly eleven years ago, died at his home, Puerto 
Real, Spain, on April 3, after an illness of nearly a 
month. The Admiral was seventy years old at his death, 


and the record of his long and distinguished career as 
naval officer and diplomat is undimmed by his fleet’s mis-

fortune in battle with the Americans. 
with full military honors on Sunday last, and the press 
of the civilized world unites to speak his eulogy. 

Virginia Oman, infant daughter of Comdr. Joseph Wal- 
lace Oman, U.S.N., died at New York city March 27, 

Joseph Peter McIntyre, a former chaplain in the U.S. 
Navy, died at Seattle, Wash., March 30, 1909, from ner- 
vous disorders resulting from service in the Spanish- 
American War and exposure following the San Francisco 
earthquake and fire. Just after the destruction of the 
Spanish fleet off Santiago, Cuba, in 1898, he created a 
sensation by his wholesale criticisms of Admiral Samp- 
son and Capt. Robley D. Evans, for which he was court- 
martialed and dismissed from the Service Oct. 24, 1898. 
Chaplain McIntyre was aboard the Oregon during the 
battle of Santiago. After the engagement he obtained 
leave and went to his home in Denver. He delivered 
a lecture in ore of the churches of that city, in which he 
referred at length to the fight. Published accounts of 
the lecture said he accused Admiral Sampson of report- 
ing his flagship to be nearer the battle than she really 
was in order that Sampson might get his share of the 
bounty money. He was also quoted as reflecting on the 
courage of Captain Evans and as saying that all the east- 
ern-built American ships in the fight had been constructed 
under contracts awarded through political influence, and 
were, therefore. inferior to the Oregon. At the trial the 
Chaplain said he was suffering from nervous breakdown 
and was temporarily insane at the time of delivering the 
lecture. 

An officer of the Navy sends the following tribute to 
the late Med. Inspr. Henry Tucker Percy, U.S.N.: “The 
death of Medical Inspector Percy came as a great grief 
and loss to his many friends. The passing of a spirit 
so noble and true has made us see more clearly the 
strength and determination of the life purpose of the 
man, the will to perform not only the duties of his ex- 
acting profession but always to encourage and to help. 
He gave his time and strength to all who turned to him 
in time of need, or whom his trained intellect and syin- 
pathetic heart found in trouble. A devoted, loving hus- 
band; a loyal, true friend; a man whose life was spent 
in living for the happiness and welfare of all his fellow- 
men, He has passed into the realms of life eternal, hav- 
ing gained the crown of the true and faithful servant and 
his Master’s glorious words, ‘Well done.’ ” 

Mr. Edgar T. Smith, who died at Los Angeles, Cal., 
April 2, 1909, is a brother of Capt. Clark S. Smith, 
Corps of Engrs., U.S.A. His wife, Sallie H. Colladay, 
who survives him, is a daughter of the late Lieut. S. R. 
Colladay, 9th U.S. Cav. His three sisters are Mrs. J. 
W. Wham, Mrs. Robert London and Miss Lucy EB. Smith. 

Mr. Charles H. Shea, father of Lieut. William H. 
Shea, U.S. Revenue Cutter Service, died at Albany, N.Y., 
March 28, 1909. 

Brig. Gen. Marcus D. L. Simpson, U.S.A., retired, a 
veteran of the Civil, Mexican and Indian Wars, and the 
oldest alumnus of West Point, died at his home in River- 
side, Il.. April 7, 1909. He was eighty-five years old. 
General Simpson was born at Psperance, N.Y.. and en- 
tered the U.S.M.A. July 1, 1842. He was graduated as 
brevet second lieutenant and was assigned to the 2d Ar- 
tillery on July 1, 1846. General Simpson was the 
earliest graduate of West Point Military Academy to 
remain in the Army until the present time. He has been 
out of health for more than a year and his death was ex- 
pected for several weeks. The funeral will be private 
and the burial at Rock Creek Cemetery, Washington, D. 
C. In the War with Mexico he was in the siege of Vera 
Cruz, and in the battles of Cerro Gordo, Churubusco and 
Molino del Rey. In the assault upon Chapultepec Sept. 
13, 1847, he was an officer of the “Storming Party,” from 
General Worth’s Division of Regulars, and with that or- 
ganization participated in the capture of the City of 
Mexico the same day. He received the brevet of first 
lieutenant for “gallant and meritorious conduct in the 
battles of Contreras and Churubusco,” and the brevet of 
eaptain for “gallant and meritorious conduct in the battle 
of Chapultepec.” Upon the close of this war he returned 
with his regiment to the United States, and served as its 
regimental quartermaster and commissary at various mili- 
tary posts. He was on duty at Fort Columbus, 
during a part of 1848, and was later on duty at Fort 
Monroe, Va., and Pensacola, Fla. He was chief com- 
missary on the Soiux expedition, 1855-56, being appointed 
eaptain and C.S. March 26, 1855. From that date to 
his retirement from active service, Aug. 28, 1888, he 
served as depot and purchasing officer of the Subsistence 
Department, at several military stations, in the office 
of the Commissary General at Washington, D.C., and as 
chief commissary of subsistence at various military divi- 
sion headquarters. The brevets of colonel, brigadier gen- 
eral and major general were conferred upon him, each 
for “meritorious services during the war” of 1861-65. 
He was in continuous military service for a period of 
over forty-six years. Whether as an officer of Artillery, 
in his early Army life, or subsequently, in his extended 
purchasing and administrative work in the Subsistence 
Department. General Simpson’s reputafion was that of an 
officer devoted to bis duties and eminently successful in 
= issues which resulted from his vigilant and zealous 
abors.

The 
wives of some of the players have told me that if their 
liege lords were called upon to do as much sweeping at 
home as they do on the ice they would kick up a great 
fuss. Such is life. May the game continue to flourish 
as it is now in the Soo and may another year give you. all 
luck over the good fellows on the other side. It’s your 
turn this year, surely. Bring in the young men and keep 
up the traditional curling of the Michigan Soo and go up 
to Sudbury or North Bay and wipe them up. I believe 
iu encouraging this splendid game.

I. The following paragraph is added to the Army Regula: 
tions: 

104%. All matters relating to the pay, clothing allowance, 
subsistence, discharge, re-enlistment, death and desertion of en- 
listed men detailed for duty with the organized militia under 
Sec. 20 of the act of Congress approved Jan. 21, 1903, as 
amended by the act of Congress approved May 27, 1908, will 
be administered and determined at the headquarters of the de- 
partment in which such enlisted men may be serving. The de- 
scriptive lists of these men will be kept at department head- 
quarters. 

Each enlisted man on detached service with the organized 
militia of any State, Territory, or the District of Columbia will 
render a personal report to the Adjutant General of the Army 
on the last day of each bimonthly muster period and will for- 
ward it through department headquarters. In addition to this 
bimonthly personal report made to the Adjutant General of the 
Army he will report quarterly, on Sept. 30, Dec. 31, March 31 
and June 30, directly. to the Chief of the Division of Militia 
Affairs, office of the Secretary of War, War Department, Wash. 
ington, D.C., the details of all drills and instruction given by 
him during the last quartergto the organized militia of the 
State in which he is serving, and as iv other work, if any, 
performed by him during that period by direction or at the re- 
quest of the State authorities. 

All official communications for the War Department from en- 
listed men on duty with the organized militia, other than the 
quarterly report of work done, prescribed above, will be ad- 
dressed to the Adjutant General of the Army and will be 
forwarded through department headquarters. 

II. Par. 305, Army Regulations, as amended by Par. TI, 
G.O. No. 128, W.D., Aug. 12, 1908, is further amended to 
read as follows: 

305. The Coast Artillery Corps non-commissioned staff officers 
consist of sergeants major, senior grade; master electricians, 
engineers, electrician sergeants, 1st class; electrician sergeants, 
2d class; master gunners, sergeants major, junior grade, and 
firemen. They are appointed upon the recommendation of the 
Chief of Coast Artillery after due examination under rules an- 
nounced from time to time by the War Department. They will 
be furnished with warrants signed by the Chief of Coast Ar- 
tillery. The appointment takes effect on the day upon which it 
is made and the warrant may be continued in force upon dis- 
charge and re-enlistment if re-enlistment be made on the day 
following that of discharge; each re-enlistment and continuance 
will be noted on the warrant by the Artillery district commander 
and the Adjutant General of the Army will be informed of 
the fact. Master electricians, engineers, electrician sergeants, 
1st class, electrician sergeants, 2d class, and master gunners, 
though liable to discharge for inefficiency or misconduct, will 
not be reduced. Any other Coast Artillery Corps non-commis- 
sioned staff officer may be reduced to the ranks by the sentence 
of a court-martial or upon the recommendation of the Artillery 
district commander approved by the Secretary of War. 

Each non-commissioned staff officer of the Coast Artillery 
Corps changing station under proper orders upon arrival at 
his new station will report, through his commanding officer, to 
the Adjutant Genéral of the Army the date on which he left 
his former station and the date on which he reported for duty 
at his new station. Similar report will be made both upon de- 
parture for and return from any detached duty, furlough, or 
other absence, except that when detached duty or other absence 
of a temporary character is directed by an Artillery district 
commander, and involves duty within his district, the report 
will not be made. The report of departure on furlough will 
state the length thereof and the authority under which it is 
granted. 

When a non-commissioned staff officer of the Coast Artillery 
Corps is discharged or reduced the officer under whose com- 
mand he is serving will notify the Adjutant General of the 
Army as early as practicable of the date, place, and cause of 
discharge or reduction; in case of discharge the report will 
state whether or not the soldier re-enlisted on the day follow: 
ing that of discharge.

MILITIA INSTRUCTION. 


CIR. 6, MARCH 29, 1909, DIV. OF MILITIA AFFAIRS. 

The following paragraphs are added to the Regulations of 
the War Department Governing the Organized Militia, 1908: 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

279. Applications from Governors of States and Territories, 
and the commanding general, District of Columbia Militia, for 
the detail of enlisted men of the Regular Army for duty with 
the organized militia of the States, Territories, and the District 
of Columbia, pursuant to the provisions of Sec. 20 of the act 
of Congress approved Jan. 21, 1903, as amended by the act of 
Congress approved May 27, 1908, should state the special quali- 
fications it is desired that the enlisted men should possess and 


the arm of the service from which it is desired they should be 
detailed. Applications should further specify the places at 
which the soldiers should report for duty and, by name and 
rank, the person to whom they should report. 

Soldiers detailed upon this duty will be paid and clothed, 
and will have their rations commuted by the proper staff officers 
of the Regular Army at the heydquarters of the department in 
which they may be serving. The descriptive lists and accounts 
of pay and clothing of enlisted men so detailed will be kept 
at department headquarters. 

It being impracticable for the United States to furnish 
quarters, fuel, light, medicines, medical attendance and trans- 
portation connected with travel within the limits of the State 
in the execution of their duties, it will be necessary for the 
State, Territory, or District of Columbia to bear all expenses 
connected with these items from funds other than those ap- 
propriated under Sec. 1661, Revised Statutes, as amended. The 
willingness of the State to bear these latter expenses should be 
set forth in the original application made for the detail. 

280. The duties of enlisted men of the Regular Army detailed 
for service with the organized militia pursuant to the fore- 
going paragraph include all matter pertaining to the theo- 
retical and practical instruction of the organized militia of 
the State which may be assigned to them by the officer of the 
State under whose orders they are serving. The department de- 
sires that the State military authorities shall take every ad- 
vantage possible of the experience the enlisted men so detailed 
may have had in, and the knowledge they may have of, mat- 
ters of drill, instruction, discipline, and customs of the Regular 
Service. It is to be clearly understood, however, that enlisted 
men detailed under the provisions of the foregoing paragraph 
shall not be employed in any other than a military capacity. 

The period of time for which these enlisted men will ordi- 
narily be detailed is three years, and a soldier will not be 
eligible for redetail until he shall have served at least two years 
again with the Regular Army. 

The adjutant general of the State, Territory, or District of 
Columbia, in which enlisted men detailed under the provisions 
of the foregoing paragraph may be serving will submit, quarter- 
ly, to the Chief of the Division of Militia Affairs in the office 
of the Secretary of War, a report setting forth the manner in 
which the enlisted men have performed their duties during the 
past quarter, and, if not in all respects satisfactory, specifying 
in what particulars it is not so. Blanks for these reports 
will be furnished adjutants general by the Chief of the Division 
of Militia Affairs. 

Enlisted men detailed to duty with the organized militia in 
accordance’ with the foregoing provisions will, in addition to 
the bimonthly personal report made by them to the Adjutant 
General of the Army, report quarterly, on Sept. 30, Dec. 31, 
March 31 and June 30, directly to the Chief of the Division 
of Militia Affairs, War Department, Washington, District of 
Columbia, complete details of all drills and instruction given by 
them, and other work, if any, performed by direction or at 
the request of the State authorities.

He was found guilty of charge 1, but not guilty of charge 2. 
He was sentenced “To be reprimanded by the reviewing au- 
thority, and to forfeit $50 of his pay per month for six months.” 

General Bliss, in reviewing the proceedings, said: “In the 
foregoing case of Capt. Frank Skievaski, Philippine Scouts, the 
proceedings and findings are approved. The sentence, although 
the reviewing authority believes it to be entirely inadequate to 
the grave offense of which the accused has been found guilty, 
is approved. That part of the sentence relating to forfeiture of 
pay will be duly executed. 

The evidence presented to the court full justifies the finding 
of guilty under the first charge and its specification. This 
evidence shows that a mutiny existed among certain members of 
the 9th Co., Philippine Scouts, the plain purpose of which was 
to avoid compliance, except under a condition imposed by the 
mutineers, with an order for a temporary change of station. 
Instead of exerting his utmost efforts in the use of the ample 
means at his disposal to promptly suppress this mutiny, the 
company commander, Captain Skievaski, to all intents and pur- 
poses deliberately permitted the mutineers to attain their object. 
Captain Skievaski’s conduct on this occasion shows a degree 
of weakness of will, a want of decision and judgment, a shirk- 
ing of responsibility, and an utter lack of appreciation of the 
requirements of discipline incompatible, unless these deficiences 
can be promptly remedied, with the proper exercise of the 
command that has been entrusted to him.

GENERAL KERR TO RETIRE. 

Brig. Gen. John Brown Kerr, U.S.A., commandant of the 
Mounted Service School and commanding the post of Fort 
Riley, has forwarded to the War Department a request that 
he be retired on April 15 at his own request, after over 


forty-two years’ service. As soon as retired Gen. and Mrs. 
Kerr will leave at once for an extended trip through Europe. 

General Kerr has had an eventful career, and a brilliant 
and enviable military record. He was born March 12, 1847, 
in Kentucky, and was appointed to the U.S. Military Academy 
Sept. 1, 1866, graduating at the head of his class in June, 
1870; was appointed second lieutenant, 6th Cav., June 15, 
1870, and first lieutenant in the same regiment on Aug. 1, 
1874. He was regimental adjutant, 6th Cav., from Sept. 30, 
1876, to May 31, 1883. On Jan. 3, 1885, he was made cap- 
tain in the same regiment; Oct. 24, 1898, appointed major, 
10th Oav.; and promoted to lieutenant colonel, 9th Cav., 
May 31, 1901. On July 15, 1902, he was detailed on duty 
in the Adjutant General’s Department, and on March 30, 
1903, he was appointed colonel, 12th Cav., later detailed 
as a member of the General Staff, and served as Chief of Staff 
of the Philippines Division, under Major Gen. James F. Wade, 
U.S.A.: later as Chief of Staff, Atlantic Division, at Gov- 
ernors Island. 

He was appointed brigadier general, U.S.A., April 13, 
1908, and assumed command of the Mounted Service School 
and the post of Fort Riley May 5, 1908. He was in command 
of the camp of instruction and maneuver, Fort Riley, from 
Aug. 10 to Sept. 10, 1908, which was the largest maneuver 
camp ever held in the United States. General Kerr wis 
awarded a medal of honor by Congress on April 25, 1891, for 
distinguished bravery in command of his troop in action 
against hostile Sioux Indians on the north bank of the White 
river, near the mouth of Little Grass creek, S.D., Jan. 1, 
1891, while captain of the 6th Cavalry. He was wounded 
July 1, 1898, at San Juan, Cuba, while captain, 6th Cay. 

The -officers at the post have selected a committee to look 
after the arrangements for a reception that will be given 
on the evenng of April 13 in honor of Gen. and Mrs. Kerr, 
to be one of the largest and most brilliant social events that 
has ever been held at the post.

field rifle and has been found in test practice to be su- 
perior to the old style machine gun with the water-cooled 
barrel. The principal merit of the Benet-Mercier gun is 
that a hot barrel can be quickly removed and another put 
in position for service.

There is a report that the President has under consid- 
eration a modification of the requirements for physical 
tests of Navy officers in G.O. 6, so that the test will be 
somewhat liberalized to meet existing conditions. Of the 
twoscore officers who have taken the tests in Washington 
and Annapolis during the past ten days, not one has 
elected horseback riding, as officers of the Navy in the 
main are without experience in navigating equine craft. 
Several officers who chose to ride bicycles have met with 
casualties. Paymr. George W. Simpson had the mis- 
fortune to fall and break a rib. Lieut. Needham L. 
Jones, of the Bureau of Navigation, sustained a bad fall, 
resulting in a severe injury to his head and ankle. The 
only other casualty possibly worth mentioning in this 
connection is the fact that a considerable number of 
young officers miscalculated the distances on the Wash- 
ington and Ohio Canal and walked fifty-eight miles in- 
stead of fifty, to their everlasting regret.

EDUCATING THE FILIPINOS. 


The Springfield Republican seizes upon the report 
of the director of education of the Philippines to show 
that there is opposition to the education of the Filipinos 
by the Americans living in Manila. As this charge may 
indirectly reflect upon the officers of the Army stationed 
at various posts in the archipelago, who have had very 
much to do with native education in their varying capaci- 
ties as governors of provinces, district governors, ete., we 
think it worth while to show that this attempt to prove 
an anti-education prejudice among the Americans in the 
Philippines has no basis in fact. Though the director 
of education says in his report that a certain Manila 
newspaper published in English has been trying to beat 
down the insular appropriations for education, this is not 
an evidence, as he seeks to show, of a “reflection of an 
ungenerous and illiberal opposition to native enlighten- 
ment on the part of the Americans in the islands.” On 
the contrary, if we may be permitted to contradict so 
high an authority on education as the director, it may 
after all represent the most friendly and the most careful 
interest in the real enlightenment of the natives. The 
Times of Manila has pointed out over and over again, 
and we think has made its case clear, that the native 
young man has his head filled with the idea, existing 
among our negroes after emancipation, that education 
means exemption from manual toil, especially from agri- 
cultural work. 

If the director of education will read the reports of 
Army officers from different districts in the islands, such 
as the reports of Brig. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, governor 
of the Moro province, reports which we have studied 
very closely and from which the ARMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL has published many illuminative excerpts, he may 
get a different idea of the value of education to persons 
that have a distorted view of life and the dignity of 
honest labor. These reports will tell him of whole re- 
gions of rich agricultural resources that would lie un- 
productive and useicss if it were not for the work of 
Chinese and Japanese who have taken up the shovel and 
the hoe, which have fallen from the dainty hands of 
Filipino youths. Looking over these reports we pick 
up the one of General Bliss for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1908. At page 14 we read this: “The crying 
need of the province to-day is for workers. Thousands 
upon thousands of hectares of fertile, well-watered land 
are lying idle within its borders untouched by the hand 
of man. The essential duty of state-maintained schools 
under these conditions is to train the coming generation 
of citizens so that their intelligent labor will result in 
the greatest amount of material prosperity. For this 
purpose it is the desire of the provincial government 
to recast the education given in the public schools so that 
their graduates will have. along with a reasonable knowl- 
edge of practical English, arithmetic and kindred sub- 
jects, a thorough knowledge of wood and iron working 
and agricultural methods.” 

As reinforcing this view of General Bliss, we would 
call the attention of the director of education to the 
report of Alonzo H. Stewart to the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, regarding conditions in the Philippine Islands, 
which on the request of Senator Dick was printed «as 
Senate Document No. 535, of the first session of the Six- 
tieth Congress. This report was dated May 28, 1908. 
Mr. Stewart was appointed by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture to make an investigation of the agricultural con- 
ditions prevailing in the archipelago. At page 4 Mr. 
Smith says that to the two chief causes for the decline 
of agriculture—the devastation of war and the dearth 
of work animals due to rinderpest—is to be added an- 
other important influence: the entrance of so many of 
the active native young men into the service of the 
Philippine government. “In the islands there are 1,677,- 
525 male adults. Subtract from that number the men 
engaged in the service of the government and the in- 
habitants of the small towns who will engage in any 
work but agriculture and the result leaves the number 
of agriculturists. This is so small as almost to pre- 
clude the rapid agricultural development of the islands.” 

Some months ago, in treating of the aversion of the 
native Filipino for work, we admitted that the presence 
of Americans perhaps had much to do with this mistaken 
feeling. However, we trust that no one has misunder- 
stood our meaning. It was not intended in any way 
to reflect upon the Americans in Manila, but rather to 
direct attention to the inability of people just released 
from a condition of bondage and inferiority to get the 
proper perspective of life and to form a just estimate 
of relative values in highly civilized communities. This 
influence of the Americans upon the Filipinos has been 
unconscious and unpremeditated. Most of the people 
from the United States who have visited the Philip- 
pines, or lived there, have been those unassociated with 
manual labor. Hardly any mechanics, artisans of: any 
sort, or hard-working farmers from the States are seen 
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in Manila. Uncle Sam’s representatives are chiefly Army 
and Navy officers and men, government employees, school 
teachers, and those connected with clerical lines of labor. 
Thus to the undeveloped intelligence of the Filipino it 
would appear that the mighty United States is great be- 
cause it is made up of people of only that class. To 
him the millions of toilers in America do not exist. 
So in his efforts to rise he does what the inferior always 
does in the presence of the superior—he chooses the road 
of imitation. Agricultural labor is to him a sign of 
difference between him and the American he meets, and 
he will have none of it. Of course, there are certain 
to be exceptions to this tendency we have pointed out, but 
we are sure that Army folk who have been in the islands 
will bear us out in this view of the growth of the native 
dislike to agriculture. 

If this feeling does exist among the natives, then is 
the Manila Times undoubtedly right in asking whether 
we are not “paying too dear for our whistle” in spending 
millions on educating the natives into a state of book 
learning that will make them look down on the humbler 
spheres of work. This fact should not be overlooked, 
that education can be overdone; that is. it can be over- 
done if confined to one channel. The United States 
awoke some years ago to the fact that the great colleges 
and universities were turning out thousands of young 
men each year who considered themselves fitted only for 
the learned professions. The farm and the factory be- 
gan to suffer, and out of that realization of the one- 
sidedness of our education has come the great develop- 
ment of our manual training institutions and agricul- 
tural colleges. 

The Springfield Republican sadly heads a speech in the 
House on our duty to the Filipinos with the words, “The 
Forgotten Philippines.” There is no forgetting over in 
the Oriental archipelago. There is the closest associa- 
tion between the Americans and natives. We would 
recommend to the editor of the Republican steady read- 
ing of the Philippine correspondence in the ARMY AND 
Navy Journat. In the issue of March 27 our cor- 
respondent told interestingly of the joy of the Moros over 
winning prizes for their private goods and work at the 
exhibit in connection with the recent carnival in Manila. 
The poor “forgotten” people of Mindanao were so happy 
and enthusiastic that they would not return till they 
had called on Brigadier General Bliss, so long identified 
with Moroland as governor. Headed by their datto, the 
tribe visited him and gave him a gold ring of their 
own make, while to Governor General Smith they pre- 
sented a flag made of hemp prepared by the Moros. 
During the carnival representatives of tribes long hostile 
to each other met in friendly rivalry in dances and con- 
tests, all under the peace promoting folds of the American 
flag. This is one of the most beautiful and hopeful 
influences of the American government in the islands. 
Tribes from widely separated parts of the archipelago, 
who in all likelihood would never have met each other, 
are thrown together in friendly rivalry. Athletic organi- 
zations are springing up all over Luzon and the natives 
return home after witnessing the sports at the military 
tournament with new ideas of fraternity and fair play. 





SMALL ARMS AMMUNITION TEST. 


The special board to conduct the most extensive am- 
munition test ever held in this country and to determine 
the relative merits of various makes of rifle ammunition 
was this week appointed by Assistant Secretary Robert 
Shaw Oliver. The board consists of Brig. Gen. Bird W. 
Spencer, of New Jersey, a member of the National Board 
for the Promotion of Rifle Practice; Lieut. Col. N. B. 
Thurston, ordnance officer, N.G.N.Y.; Gen. James A. 
Drain, of the National Board for the Promotion of Rifle 
Practice; and Capt. F. W. Hinrichs, Bureau of Ord- 
nance, U.S.A., who was detailed to service on the board 
on the recommendation of General Crozier, Chief of Ord- 
nance; Col. Frank K. Patterson, National Guard of 
Pennsylvania, was named for duty with this board, but 
declined on account of conflicting engagements. It is 
believed that later Colonel Patterson will consent to 
serve. For the purpose of the test one million rounds of 
ammunition is being manufactured for the Springfield 
rifie by the Ordnance Department of the Army, and one 
million rounds by the Winchester Repeating Arms Co., 
the Union Metallic Cartridge Co. and the United States 
Cartridge Co. The ammunition which stands the best 
test will then be subject to requisition from the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, National Guard and Naval Militia 
for use in the national matches at Camp Perry next Au- 
gust, and for the preliminary practice. No other am- 
munition save that selected by the board will be allowed 
to be used in the national matches. 

The board met Thursday, April 8, at the office of the 
Militia Division, War Department, and arranged the de- 
tails for the proposed tests. It was decided to conduct 
the tests at Sea Girt as soon after April 15 as may be 
practicable, and certainly within a month from that date. 
Fixed rests will be used and 1,200 rounds of the caliber 
.380 ammunition will be fired, first at 600-yard range and 
then at 1,000 yards, using the B and C targets. Four 
concrete pedestals, lettered A, B, C and D, will be con- 
structed and from each ten rounds will be fired; and then 
the A gun will be moved to B, the B gun to C, the C gun 
to D, and the D to A. This moving of the guns will be 
kept up throughout the test. Each of the competing com- 
panies, the Union Metallic Cartridge Company, the Win- 
chester Repeating Arms Company, the United States Car- 
tridge Company, and the Frankford Arsenal, will be per- 
mitted to have two representatives present, one at the 
pit and one at the rests or firing point. The latter wilil 


have charge each of his own firing, cleaning and other 


necessary work. It was decided by the board to enter 
the government ammunition made at the Frankford Ar- 
senal as designed for the caliber .30, model of 1906, 
modifications of the U.S. magazine rifle of 1903. The 
representatives of the various competing companies will 
do their own sighting and when the gun is once on the 
target relative accuracy will be determined by the mean 
deviation of shots. 'The competition in revolver ammuni- 
tion will be between the Union Metallic Cartridge Com- 
pany, the Winchester Repeating Arms Company, the 
United States Cartridge Company, the Western Cartridge 
Company and the Frankford Arsenal. These tests will 
also be made by firing from fixed rests, 500 rounds of each 
ammunition being used at ranges of 50 and 75 yards, 
five shots being fired consecutively from each rest before 
the revolvers are shifted along on the rests. The board 
will hold its next meeting at the Frankford Arsenal, 
where the ammunition to be tested will be inspected. 
The contract for the ammunition calls for deliveries 
F.0.B. at the works of each company, whence it will be 
forwarded at the expense of the government to the Frank- 
ford Arsenal. All the powder used in the ammunition 
entering into this competition was furnished by the gov- 
ernment and is of the same grade and power. 





Secretary Meyer has approved an order originating in 
the Bureau of Construction for the removal from all the 
vessels of the Atlantic Fleet of their figureheads. This 
action, which would give the Navy a good deal of a jar, 
is based purely on war service reasons. It is urged that 
in time of peace for maneuver purposes the figureheads, 
if gilded, afford a shining mark to reveal to the “enemy” 
the whereabouts of the ship, and in time of war, if 
painted with the protective war color, the artistic value 
of the figurehead is wholly lost. Furthermore, it is a 
fact that figureheads cost a good deal of money and 
have a good deal of weight and serve no practical pur- 
pose whatever in warfare. The order will, no doubt, of- 
fend state pride and occasion regret to many who cherish 
sentimental regard for a distinctive feature of a ship that 
has for twenty centuries or more been held to be al- 
most indispensable. Even so far back as the Greeks and 
Romans, and the Phenicians and Egyptians, figureheads, 
made often in the image of the gods of war, were re- 
garded as important to their triremes as oars or rudder. 
Something to be decided after the order is carried into 
effect will be what disposal to make of the removed figure- 
heads.. Great Britain has at her navy yards at South- 
ampton, Portsmouth and other points arranged figure- 
heads from the old wooden ships of her navies as a 
feature of a naval museum. Of course, the figureheads 
from American battleships would be a different thing. 
Most of them are made of brass and are in some cases 


fine works of art. The figurehead on the Olympia, which . 


was designed by St. Gaudens, cost $12,200; that on the 
Cincinnati, which embodied the design of the Olympia’s 
figurehead, cost $5,700. These figureheads were made in 
1901, following the triumphant return of the Olympia 
with Admiral Dewey after his famous victory at Manila 
Bay. The figurehead on the cruiser New York is a very 
fine model of the coat-of-arms of the state. Some of the 
largest of the figureheads weigh several tons and in that 
respect are objectionable. 

Plans are being made for an extensive test in field ar- 
tillery maneuvers at Fort Riley this summer, the purpose 
being to determine somewhat more accurately the value 
of the new three-inch shell. This shell is designed to 
combine the merits of a shrapnel projectile and solid 
shot; maneuvers to test this shell were had last summer 
at Riley with excellent results. Solid walls of masonry 
higher than the head of a man on horseback were com- 
pletely razed to the ground, field pieces and caissons used 
as targets were completely demolished by single shots. 
The design of the shell is unique and so far as known no 
other like it is in use in any other artillery service known, 
The shrapnel ch mber contains 120 bullets with a high 
explosive charge of 29 ounces, detonated by time fuse, 
while the head of the shell combines a solid mass and a 
small chamber containing a charge of high explosive con- 
fined within thick walls and calculated to detonate on 
impact. The shrapnel end of this projectile can be ex- 
ploded over the heads of troops, leaving the solid head 
with its charge of high explosive to go on to the mark 
and strike another blow. Practically this projectile has 
already demonstrated its complete value, but for the sake 
of superabundant precaution it is decided to conduct fur- 
ther tests before adopting it as the one uniform and ex- 
clusive projectile to be used by the Field Artillery for 
three-inch guns. 
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It is fortunate that Congress has at last awakened to 
the importance of making our hold upon the Hawaiian 
Islands secure. Though we have for many years pos- 
sessed on the Island of Oahu one of the finest harbors 
in the world, but little has been done to improve it and 
nothing to make available the 15,749 acres on the island 
of Oahu, which were ten years ago declared a military 
reservation. The work on Pearl Harbor has been begun, 
as heretofore stated, and now arrangements for the con- 
struction of barracks and quarters at a new post are un- 
der way involving an expenditure of $800,000. This post 
will include a tract of 1,344 acres, three miles northwest 
of Honolulu. When we shall have gathered here a gar- 
rison of all arms and the fortifications of the island have 
been completed we shall have secured our hold upon the 
most important strategic point in the Pacific Ocean. 
With the delightful and equable climate Honolulu will be 


one of the most desirable posts belonging to the govern- 
ment. The Secretary of War has under consideration the 
detail of an officer of the Army as military instructor at 
the Agricultural College of Hawaii. That institution has 
made distinct progress within the last few years and now 
has the quota of over one hundred and fifty male students 
necessary under existing law to qualify it to apply for a 
military instructor from the Army. 





The detail for the Brownsville Court was announced 
this week under date of April 7, and according to the 
Act of Congress of March 3, 1909, the court will there- 
fore have one year from the date of its appointment, or 
until April 7, 1910, within which to make up the record 
and submit its final report in the effort to settle forever 
the controversy arising out of what is known as the 
Brownsville affray of Aug. 13 and 14, 1906. The detail 
of the court as appointed is as follows: Lieut. Gen. 
Samuel B. M. Young, U.S.A., retired; Major Gen. Joseph 
I. Sanger, U.S.A., retired; Brig. Gen. John M. Wilson, 
U.S.A., retired; Brig. Gen. Theodore Schwan, U.S.A., 
retired; Brig. Gen. Butler D. Price, U.S.A., retired. 
It is understood that with a few exceptions practically 
all the men of Companies B, © and BH, 25th Infantry, 
who were discharged from the military service Nov. 9, 
1906, will present themseives before this court as quali- 
fied for re-enlistment. They will be represented before 
the court by Brig. Gen. A. S. Daggett, U.S.A., retired, as 
legal counsel. Under the language of the act when mem- 
hers of the battalion present their claim for re-enlistment 
in the Army the burden of proof will rest upon the gov- 
ernment to show criminal participation in the shooting 
which took place at Brownsville. Capt. Charles R. How- 
land, 21st Inf., as the recorder of the court, will take 
care of the legal interests of the government throughout 
the trial. 





An interesting question has been raised by a report 
from Rear Admiral Giles B. Harber, commanding the 
Pacific squadron, in regard to the discharge of a consid- 
erable number of men in that squadron as their terms of 
enlistment expire. These men signed’ an agreement when 
the Battleship Fleet was at Manila to re-enlist. They 
were entitled to water transportation home and would 
have been transferred to the vessels of the Atlantic Fleet 
had they not signified a desire to stay where they were. 
Now as the time approaches for them to re-enlist, they 
are generally asking to be released from their pledge. 
This means that they would receive an honorable dis- 
charge and transportation home. The point is made 
against them that they are doing a dishonorable thing to 
refuse to re-enlist after having agreed to do so, and that 
they are not entitled to an honorable discharge and ail 
that that implies. At the same time they are able to de- 
mand a discharge and cannot be compelled to keep their 
agreement as it is not equivalent to a contract of enlist- 
ment. It is likely that those who demand it will receive 
a qualified discharge with a clause inserted, distinctly 
stating that they have violated their pledge.

It will be welcome news to those interested in the Na- 
tional Rifle Matches that Congress has seen fit to again 
throw them open to officers of the National Guard of all 
ranks. In 1908 a clause was included in the Army Ap- 
propriation bill restricting the matches to officers and en- 
listed men of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Na- 
tional Guard below the rank of major. At the last an- 
nual meeting of the National Board for Promotion of 
Rifle Practice the rules for the matches were accordingly 
amended, but in the Army Appropriation bill, effective 
July 1, 1908, the restrictive clause was omitted. With 
the approval of the Secretary of War the committee on 
rules has therefore revised the rules to permit the teams 
for the National Match to include officers of all ranks, 
and to admit to the National Individual Rifle Match and 
to the National Pistol Match, all such officers and en- 
listed men, and in addition, members of the National 
Rifle Association and its affiliated clubs. The change will 
be heartily approved by those interested in military rifle 
shooting. 
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Secretary Meyer on April 8 received from the Attor- 
ney General an opinion that Congress acted within its 
rights in providing that, in contradiction of the executive 
order of Mr. Roosevelt, the marines shall be restored to 
duty on the ships of the Navy. Secretary Meyer had 
already ordered the marines back to the ships. The 
opinion of Mr. Wickersham, which upholds Secretary 
Meyer’s action, says in part: “Inasmuch as Congress 
has power to create or not to create, as it shall deem 
expedient, a marine corps, it has power to create a 
marine corps, make appropriation for its pay, but pro- 
vide that such appropriation shall not be available un- 
less the marine corps be employed in some designated 
way, and I therefore am of opinion that the provision 
of the statute to which you direct my attention is con- 
stitutional.”

The tabloid ration is to be given a trial during the 
coming summer maneuvers of the Army. Fifteen hun- 
dred of the new haversack rations have been ordered for 
this purpose. The new ration includes, in one small 
package, two small boxes of hard bread, two and one- 
half pounds in weight; three-quarters of a pound of ba- 
eon in a tin; a small package of sugar, two cakes of 
coffee, salt in tablet form and pepper in a capsule. Each 
edible is enclosed in a vegetable parchment, covered with 
paraffine, for protection against climatic conditions, 
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ARMY ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

The transport Kilpatrick, with Major Gen. W. P. 
Duvall and Brig. Gen. Arthur Murray, Chief of Coast 
Artillery, on board, bound for Manila, reached Colombo 
April 5 and left there on April 8 for Singapore. At the 
present rate of progress the Kilpatrick is expected to 
reach Manila April 20. 

The transport Thomas sailed on April 5 from San 
Francisco, Cal.. for Manila with Troops B, C, D, E, F, 
G, H, I, L and M, 12th Cay. (24 officers and 672 en- 
listed men), and the following military passengers: Colo-

The plucky little mine planters Armistead and Riug- 
gold, that made the voyage around the Horn during the 
past winter, arrived at Santiago with all well April 3, 
having been five months and four days in going from 
iheir home port on the Atlantic coast to the nearest home 
waters on the Pacific side. On April 12 they will leave 
Santiago for San Francisco. 

The Secretary of War has been asked to send a bat- 
talion of infantry from some nearby post to the Meck- 
lenburg one hundred and fiftieth anniversary, which is 
to take place at Charlotte, N.C. 

Assistant Secretary Oliver, of the War Department, 
has designated Major Charles S. Bromwell, C.E., as the 
representative of the War Department on the commission 
charged with the duty of preventing the pollution of Lake 
Michigan. He succeeds Major W. V. Judson, C.E., 
transferred to Washington city for duty as engineer com- 
missioner of the District. 

Capt. Frederick L. Dengler, C.A.C., assisted by Vetn. 
Robert C. Musser, 14th Cay., is detailed to examine and 
select public animals for the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment, and started on April 2, 1909, to Hanford, Cal., 
for the purpose of inspecting the animals. 

J. Randolph Peyton, who was nominated and confirmed 
on April as a second lieutenant of Infantry in the 
Army and immediately retired in that grade, had nearly 
completed his course at the Military Academy when, on 
a practice march, he had trouble with his knee. He was 
treated for rheumatism and later was permitted to go to 
his home in Florida. where it became necessary to resort 
to amputation. It was held by the War Department 
that the injury was received in line of duty. Had he 
reported at the Military Academy, he would have passed 
his final examination and so be entitled to transfer to 
the retired list. The retirement was in accordance with 
the final clause in the Military Academy Appropriation 
Act. 

The Aeronautical Corps at Fort Myer, Va., now num- 
bers six officers and nineteen men, fifteen of the latter 
being under orders to leave Fort Wood, N.Y., next week, 
for Fort Myer. ‘The officers now assigned to the corps 
are: Lieuts. Frank P. Lahm and Benjamin D. Foulois, 
Signal Corps. and Lieut. John G. Winter, 6th Cav., and 
Lieut. Raymond S. Bamberger, 7th Cav. Aeroplane trials 
will be held in May and June. 

The War Department has ordered for trial five of the 
packs invented by Capt. F, C. Harriman, of the 12th 
N.Y.. for which great advantages are claimed. The pack 
can be more guickly made up than the present blanket 
roll, it allows the utmost freedom of movement in march- 
ing, shooting or climbing. the weight of the pack being 
eyenly distributed up and down the back. It can be 
slung and unslung very quickly, and the rifle can be 
attached to it when desired. 

The question having been raised by Major H. M. Lord, 
Pay Dept.. U.S.A., stationed at Omaha, as to commuta- 
tion of fuel and light for days and fractional days while 
absent from his station on duty, the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral has rendered an opinion that commutation should 
be allowed. as the matter is one of policy and not one 
of law and simply involves the question whether one-day 
halts here and there on the road, where the officer would 
be unable to provide for payment directly to the landlord 
or other party furnishing fuel and light, commutation 
should be taken into account. 

The question whether Coast Artillery men ordered to 
duty in “junction box” launches, during target practice 
are on extra duty and on that account entitled to extra 
duty pay having been raised, the Judge Advocate General 
of the Army has rendered an opinion that such service is 
a part of the military training of the men; that they 
should be duly instructed in the management of the 
launches: that enlisted men are better for the purpose 
than civilians: that unless further facts should be ad- 
vanced to make it clear that they should have extra duty 
pay, it should not be allowed. 

An inquiry has been ordered into the disappearance of 
a deposit book showing the deposit by a private in the 
29d Infantry, who re-enlisted in the 13th Infantry, leav- 
ing a deposit of $10 with the paymaster, for which the 
only receipt seems to be a notation by the commanding 
officer since the man’s transfer. No other record could 
be found to show the deposit, and the question is whether 
there was an actual deposit or whether a mistake was 
made. 

General Bliss, U.S.A., commanding the Philippines 
Division, in an official communication in reply to a re- 
quest from a eaptain of Philippine Scouts, that the depot 
quartermaster, Manila, sell to him certain knives, forks 
and spoons for use of his company, says: “There is a 
growing tendency to encumber companies of Philippine 
Scouts with unauthorized tableware, by purchase from 
company fund. The issue of crockery, glass and table- 
ware to scout companies has not been authorized, and its 
sale by the Quartermaster’s Department to scout com- 
panies is hereby prohibited. Scout companies must con- 
fine themselves to the authorized issues. The only de- 


parture in tableware will be an enamel plate for use in 
garrison.” 

Alone in the quiet of Zamboanga, capital of the isl- 
and of Mindanao, P.I., the chief musician of the band of 
the 23d U.S. Infantry has found time to prepare a cata- 
log of the music library of the band, which has just been 
issued by the regimental printing office at the post. 


That 
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the natives are blessed with varied and up-to-date pro- 
grams is shown by the fact that the overtures number 
77, waltzes 89, and two-steps 50, national anthems and 
patriotic songs 39. These are for the brass band only. 
The orchestra also has a large section of the catalog for 
its well-chosen selections. The “Merry Widow’ waltz, 
the “Rainbow” two-step and “The Bartered Bride” over- 
ture show that the natives are not getting antiquated 
music, while classical, noble compositions from Rossini’s 
“William Tell,” Wagner’s ‘“Tannhauser,” Flotow’s 
“Martha,” Bellini’s “Puritani” and Weber’s “Oberon” 
and others are not overlooked. 





ARMY QUARTERMASTER’S DEPARTMENT. 

The Quartermaster’s Department is preparing specifi- 
cations and advertisements for bids for a large quantity 
of materials and supplies for clothing the troops of the 
Army during the coming year. Bids for which no samn- 
ples are required will be opened at the various quarter- 
masters’ depots May 10 and forwarded to Washington, 
where they will be abstracted and the final award made. 
The various items on which bids are invited are in part 
as follows: Eighty thousand blankets, 825,000 yards cot- 
ton cloth, 60,000 yards dark blue, 17 0z.; 510,000 yards 
denim blue, 500,000 yards duck khaki, 12.4 0z.; 150,000 
yards duck khaki, 10.3 oz.; 40,000 yards duck khaki, § 
oz., 20 1-2 in.; 250,000 yards duck khaki, 8 oz. 33 in.:

9,000 slickers, 250,000 pairs stockings, cotton ; 50,000 pairs 
stockings, woolen ; 9,000 suspenders, 140,000 undershirts, 
cotton, collarette; 59,000 undershirts, winter, heavy; 
15,000 undershirts, winter, light; 376,000 coat buttons, 
bronze, large ; 300,000 bronze, large, split rings; 1,214,000

khaki; 60,000 caps, O.D.; 300,000 linen collars, 100,000 
pairs canton flannel drawers, 200,000 pairs drawers, sum- 
mer jeans; 30,000 pairs gauntlets, buckskin; 5,000 pairs 
gauntlets, winter; 300,000 pairs gloves, white cotton; 
1,000 horsehide gloves, 50,000 hat cords (25,000 artil- 
lery, 14,000 cavalry, 3,000 engineers, 8,000 infantry), 
65,000 service hats, 150,000 pairs canvas puttee leggins, 
10,000 neckties, 15,800 pairs arctic overshoes, 1,200 gal- 
lons Neat’sfoot oil, 40,000 ponchos, 20,000 grommets, 
20.000 glove fasteners, facing cloths, buckles, braid, 1,500 
trumpets, 24,000 thimbles. 

The Quartermaster’s Department the past week award- 
ed the following contracts for construction work: Fort 
Dade, A. C. Thorn, Auburndale, Fla., construction of 
gymnasium and mess hall, $1,050; Fort Banks, B. 
Perini & Co., extension of sewer system; Andrew Wil- 
liams & Bro., extension and relocation of water and 
sewer mains, $2,450; Fort D. A. Russell, Strange & Mec- 
Guire, Salt Lake City, Utah, concrete walks, curbing, 
gutters, roads, etc., $21,887; Presidio of San Francisco, 
Pringle, Dunn & Moscup, San Francisco, one double in- 
fantry barrack, one band barrack, three double non- 
commissioned officers’ quarters, total $80,648; John G. 
Sutton, plumbing, $9,767; Burnham Plumbing Co., 
$5,380; John G. Sutton, electrie wiring, $1,523. The con- 
tract awarded W. D. Marcus, of Greensboro, N.C., for 
electric wiring of the new buildings at Fort H. G. 
Wright has been canceled and the same work awarded 
to the W. A. Corrao Electric Co., St. Louis, for $3,108. 

The Quartermaster’s Department has this week ad- 
vertised for bids for the construction at Aleatraz Island 
of a post exchange and gymnasium, at Fort Ward, of 
two double sets of lieutenants’ quarters, three double 
sets of non-commissioned officers’ quarters, and one fire- 
men’s quarters, one single coast artillery barrack, a 
post exchange and gymnasium and a bakery. A con- 
tract will be awarded within the next few days for the 
eonstruction at the Walter A. Reed Hospital, Washington, 
D.C., of a double barrack for the Hospital Corps, offi- 
cers’ quarters, non-commissioned officers’ quarters and a 
stable. 

The Quartermaster’s Department of the Army has 
achieved a very important success in devising a new 
grade of olive drab khaki cotton cloth for the summer 
and tropical service uniform of troops. This fabric, un- 
like the old khaki, is soft, pliable, of open texture, and 
of very firm fiber. It takes color beautifully and, if 
anything, inclines to the brown rather than to the green 
of the olive shade, thus increasing the protective char- 
acter of the color. It is made by dyeing the raw cotton 
before it is spun, and the necessity for silicating the 
cloth after coming from the loom is wholly avoided. 
The result is an open texture which makes a very cool 
garment for use in the tropics. It will wash very much 
better than the old khaki, wear better, keep its color 
better under all tests, including acid, perspiration, rain 
and sun. The Quartermaster’s Department within a 
few days will prepare specifications and advertise for 
bids for 825,000 yards of this cloth. This new style 
cloth runs six and one-half ounces to the yard as against 
eight ounces for the old style, making a suit of clothes 
of a size to fit the ordinary man ten ounces lighter in 
weight than if made of the old style khaki. For years 
it has been the regret of cloth experts in the Army that 
the United States could not furnish its men for the 
arduous service in the tropics a khaki as good as that 
used in the British army. It is now confidently claimed 
by experts that this new American khaki is a long ways 
ahead of the Hong Kong khaki.

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


In reply to a letter from the Secretary of the Interior 
asking for an interpretation of the Act of March 4, 1909, 
putting under the discretion of the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions the expenses of the last sickness and burial of de- 
ceased pensioners, Assistant Comptroller Mitchell says: 
“1. Tam of the opinion that if the Commissioner should 
so direct the Pension Agent would be authorized to pay 
to claimants for reimbursement of last sickness and burial 
the amount found to be payable from the accrued pension 
to the payees designated by the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions. 2. Before the Pension Agent making payment 
could be allowed credit therefor the person to whom pay- 
ment is to he made would be required to execute a vouch- 
er for such payment and establish his identity as the 
payee designated by the Commissioner of Pensions. I do 
not undertake to decide whether you would have the 
authority to review the decision of the Commissioner of 
Pensions or not.” 

Danie] J. Curry, 16th Inf., asked for a refundment of 





the forfeiture imposed by a G.C.M. on which a Volunteer 
officer served. Assistant Comptroller Mitchell replies: 
“Phere is a prohibition against a Regular Army officer 
sitting on a court-martial in the trial of a Volunteer sol- 
dier (see Article 77 of the Articles of War, found, in 
Section 1342, R.S.), but I do not know of any prohibi- 
tion of law against a Volunteer officer sitting on a court- 
martial in the trial of a Regular Army soldier. In the 
ease of an officer of Volunteers tried by a court-martial, 
all the members of which were officers of the Regular 
Army, the United States Supreme Court held that such 
trial was illegal (see McClaughry v. Deming. 186 U.S., 
49). In that case the court held that the provision of 
law relative to the composition of courts-martial must be 
strictly observed. In the case before me, there being no 
statutory provision against a Volunteer officer sitting on 
a court-martial in the trial of a Regular Army soldier, 
the sentence of the court is not thereby invalidated.” 

The major general commanding the Department of the 
Lakes at Chicago, Ill., made the following statement Dec. 
24, 1908: “The erlisted men stationed here at these 
headquarters are all similar. I will therefore state the 
case of one, Master Signal Electrician Jacob Fetzer. Ser- 
geant Fetzer is doing a very important work which should 
be in the charge of an officer with a competent clerk. He 
has a family and rents a small apartment at a great dis- 
tance from the office in order to secure accommodations 
within his means, though his rent is a great deal more 
than his commutation of quarters (I understand $30 per 
month). It is impracticable to issue rations in kind and 
the Sergeant, of necessity, has to buy his food and have 
it prepared at his home, so that the fuel is used for cook- 
ing the rations as well as supplying the heat necessary 
for health and cleanliness during the summer months, as 
well as the winter months. If this non-commissioned 
officer was at a garrisoned post he would have not only 
quarters far better than he is able to rent now, but would 
have his allowance of fuel beside, and in consequence this 
important detail, even with the allowance, becomes a 
great disadvantage to a worthy, efficient and valuable 
soldier.” The J.A.G. of the Army, under date of Jan. 11, 
1909, gave an opinion relative to the law governing the 
furnishing of fuel and light, in conformity with which the 
Auditor, approved by the Comptroller, decides as follows: 
“In view of the aforesaid provision in the Act of March 
2, 1907, I am of the opinion, and so decide, that there is 
authority of law for furnishing the same quantity of fuel 
for heat for one room heated by a separate heating plant 
and occupied by proper authority by a non-commissioned 
officer as his authorized allowance of quarters and who 
is at the same time receiving or entitled to- receive com- 
mutation of rations, as is or would be furnished to him 
when he is not receiving and not entitled to receive com- 
mutation of rations.” 

The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad claimed $420.75 for 
transporting in 1906 from Fort Logan to Washington 
the personal effects of J. R. Deveroux, then a captain in 
the Army Medical Department. The Comptroller disal- 
lows $220.10, charged on baggage in excess of the offi- 
cer’s authorized allowance. for which the railroad must 
look to the shipper, who has moreover a claim for loss 
and damage to his property en route. 

The Comptroller declines to allow the claim for $50 for 
services of Cant. John S. Callaghan, former disbursing 
officer of the militia of the state of Alabama, as the Cap- 
tain turned into the Treasury his unexpended balance 
and there is no money available for his payment. 

The Navy Department has carefully guarded experi- 
ments it has been conducting for some years with a view 
to the development of a device submitted to it in confi- 
dence by the inventor. It now wishes to buy the device, 
hut the Comptroller decides that there is no appropria- 
tion from which the required amount can be taken. Pay- 
ment could have been made from the appropriation for 
1893-4, which authorized payment for patented devices 
designed to increase the efficiency of the armor and ar- 
mament for naval vessels. But the balance of that ap- 
propriation has been converted into the Treasury and 
Comptroller Tracewell now says: “My attention has 
not been directed to any current appropriation under your 
Department where the language is broad enough to au- 
thorize the purchase of an article not patented where you 
could pay as part of the market price therefor for a right 
which has no legal existence in the seller. Whether a 
patent right could be purchased by the government cover- 
ing a given article without specific authority therefor is 
not decided, as this question is not raised by your sub- 
mission.”

SERGEANTS FOR THE NATIONAL GUARD. 

Seeretary Dickinson is carrying into effect a plan care- 
fully worked out by Col. E. M. Weaver, chief of the 
Division of Militia Affairs, for securing to the National 
Guard the services of old, trained and efficient sergeants 
of the Regular Service. Upon his recommendation this 
week the President has ordered that under the Act of 
Congress, Feb. 2, 1901, reorganizing the Army, there 
be added two sergeants to each company of the Ist, 2d, 
2d, 4th and 5th Infantry, except companies from which 
a sergeant is detailed to duty with the machine-gun 
platoon are to have but one new sergeant. This will 
make available for duty with the National Guard of the 
various states sixty sergeants in the Regular Army. The 
auestion was raised by a request from the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the state of Mississippi, early in January, for the 
detail of a sergeant with the militia of that state. The 
matter was thoroughly discussed by Major General Bell, 
Chief of Staff. and Major General Duvall, Assistant Chief 
of Staff, with the result that it was decided to formulate 
and carry into effect the plan agreed upon. Of the sixty 
sergeants it is likely that one will be detailed to each 
state and territory, including the District of Columbia, 
where there is a National Guard organization, and one 
sergeant additional for each one thousand men of the 
National Guard in each state in excess of 732, which is 
the minimum strength of a National Guard infantry or 
cavalry. Tnder this allotment the proportion will be 
about as follows: New York, fourteen; Pennsylvania, 
nine; Illinois, five: Massachusetts, four; Ohio, four; 
New Jersey, three: Georgia, Alabama, Michigan, Minne- 
sota, Missouri and Wisconsin, two each; Connecticut, 
Indiana, Towa, Kentucky, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina. Texas and Virginia, one each. 

These non-commissioned officers will be detailed as 
soon as practicable. The detail will be made under the 
20th Section of the Militia Act of 1908, and the cost of 
quarters, heat, light and travel will be borne by_ the 
states, out of the allotment to each from the Federal 
Militia appropriation. The first step in the plan con- 
templates assistance for the infantry. of which there 
are in the National Guard in total enrolment 92,807 men. 
Later provision will be made for the detail of available 
sergeants of engineers, field artillery, cavalry, and. pos- 
sibly coast artillery. There are in the National Guard 
1,110 men in the engineers, in eighteen states and terri- 
tories, 44,156 in the coast artillery, in six states, 3,802 
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in the cavalry, in the various states, and 4,298 in the 
coast artillery. It will require legislation to enable the 
President to authorize additional sergeants in the coast 
artillery, as that arm of the Service is already expanded 
to the limit allowed by law. The plan contemplates the 
ultimate detail of at least 109 additional sergeants on 
duty with the National Guard of the various states. The 
fletail of the sixty sergeants authorized this week will 
create as many vacancies which are, of course, to be 
filled by regimental commanders by the appointment of 
qualified enlisted men. 


THE NAVY LEAGUE. 


In an address before the Nicholas Biddle section of 
the Navy. League, at its dinner at the Bellevue-Strat- 
ford, Philadelphia, on April 2, Congressman Weeks, of 
Massachusetts, spoke of the low state of our merchant 
marine, and said: “Our national administration is an 
extravagant one, and will continue to be as long as Sena- 
tors and Representatives are importuned to obtain special 
privileges and special appropriations for the benefit of the 
section which they represent. The cost of the Navy is 
increasing by leaps and bounds. We appropriated for it 
this year $100,000,000 more than the year before the 
Spanish War. We appropriated $10,000,000 more than 
the year of the Spanish War, when the special appropria- 
tion for war purposes amounted to nearly ninety mil- 
lions of dollars. The cost of the Navy this year will 
be nearly forty millions of dollars more than four years 
ago, although our revenues four years ago were materially 
larger than they are now. Under these circumstances it 
behooves those who wish to see a solvent Treasury and, 
at the same time, a sufficient Navy, to use every effort in 
reducing expenses wherever it is possible to save without 
decreasing efficiency. If we had a suitable naval re- 
serve, which might be developed by the upbuilding of our 
merchant marine, we could save in our naval expenditures 
an amount greater than any subsidy which has been 
asked for in recent legislation.” 

Ernest A. Weichert section of the Navy League was 
formed at a meeting of Navy men in Denver, Colo., 
March 31. its name being derived from the young officer 
of the U.S. battleship Missouri. who was killed in an 
explosion in 1904. The following officers were elected : 
A. B. Frenzel, three years at Annapolis, chairman; G. W. 
Faller, Annapolis, ’98, vice-chairman ; Vv. Reed, 
treasurer, and A. W. Parrott, secretary. The following 
citizens of Denver, beside the officers, are members of 
the league: Robert Doble, Dr. H. R. McGraw, J. Cc. 
Houston and T. P. Patterson. Another meeting of the 
league will be held in a few days. - 

Ex-Secretary of the Navy Newberry, before sailing for 
Europe last week. accepted the office of vice-president 
of the Navy League of the United States, succeeding 
William McAdoo. The president of the League is Gen. 
Horace Porter. 
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BRANCH NAVAL FORUM SUGGESTED. 


In his striking essay in the March Proceedings of the 
U.S. Naval Institute on “The Reorganization of the 
Naval Establishment,” to which reference is made else- 
where, Pay Inspr. John A. Mudd, U.S.N., in charge of 
the naval pay office at New York, makes an interesting 
suggestion relative to a branch forum for discussion in 
the Navy Departinent in Washington, supplementary to 
the forum that the Naval Institute has maintained for 
the Navy for thirty-five years. Events are happening so 
rapidly in the Navy these days, he says, that although 
the published articles have the same voice they have al- 


ways had. the discussions of them are often stale, owing 
to what has happened between two quarterly publica- 
tions. Therefore, he advocates a branch forum in the 
Department, and there, twice a month, with the Secretary 
and the Assistant Secretary, could be talks on matters 
of moment. with all officers allowed to participate, within 
reason. “This would accomplish much in a short time. 
The silence of the tongue of one intelligent man in a 
free country is more harmful than the braying of a hun- 
dred donkeys in public life.” Meetings could be in charge 
of a forum committee, say the Judge Advocate General, 
the Secretary of the Naval Institute, and the Librarian 
of the Department; any one of these could preside. In 
the forum would hang a slate, and on that, without for- 
mality, any officer could inscribe or have inscribed his 
wish to tell something about a certain matter, or criti- 
cise some other’s ideas, at the next meeting. 

He thinks there are officers who would come many 
miles, at their own expense, to attend such a forum, and 
that the good of this would be remarkable in a short 
time. Hwerybody would learn, Everything said would 
be recorded. . After each session the forum committee 
would censor and edit the record and then pass it to the 
Secretary, via the Assistant Secretary, for further editing 
and elimination, if necessary. It could then be published 
in the next Proceedings of the Institute: not in the daily 
press. ‘The sessions in the forum should have the dignity 
of honest earnestness, and he who loves first of all to 
see his name in the papers should not pass in under its 
arches. A naval officer who participated in the recent 
conference at Newport told the essayist that what seemed 
to him the most remarkable thing of that experience was 
the influence the arguments had on the members. He 
said “he had seen stubborn men change their minds there 
under the telling words of some comrade. He had not 
believed before that he himself could be influenced to 
such a degree as he was, when he had that rare oppor- 
tunity of meeting his brothers face to face in real debate.” 

Passing to the general theme of his paper, Pay In- 
spector Mudd makes an instructive discrimination be- 
tween “administration” and “organization,” which may 
well be heeded in various departments of human en- 
deavor, in civil as well as in military life. He says: 
“In much that has been written in regard to naval re- 
organization, there has been confusion of the terms ‘ad- 
ministration’ and ‘organization.’ Perhaps if they would 
get these words straight, the critics might notice the 
breaking of dawn. Faulty administration is not of itself 
a reason for change in organization. No organization 
ean be the success that its parts warrant unless it has 
administration of similar quality. There have been faulty 
administration and lack of administration in the Navy 
Department organization in many places at many times. 
What the Navy should have constantly is intellectual 
administration, ever working, ever studying, ever mend- 
ing; an administration whose whole thought, only aim is 
for the Navy. A good deal of growling against the 
present organization has been due to this confusion 
of the two terms mentioned. Often, were the particular 
personal element--the administration—removed bd the 
mind, from the part under criticism, what remained—the 
organization—would look to the awakened critic like a 





well-ordered garden as compared with the brambled 
thicket in view before.” 

Then the essayist proceeds to say that “a debasing and 
retarding influence to-day, so far as progress toward 
efficient organization is concerned, is the personal differ- 
ences between the line and the staff corps.” He asks, 
“Because the line officers have graduated at Annapolis, 
does that fact give them a title of superiority in their 
official work with their comrades of the staff? 

“The sea officer of the line should have no more to 
do with the procuring or keeping supplies in store, and 
the accounting for value, except as ‘senior officer present,’ 
or with the industrial shop work in the establishment, 
than with the interior management of the naval hos- 
pitals. A sea officer of the line in a position on shore 
in the industrial part of the establishment is a sin against 
the fleet. His shore duty should always be connected 
with his sea profession. A sea officer of rank should 
be appointed to every modern ship placed out of com- 
mission, as caretaker and superintendent of repairs, to 
remain by it until again commissioned. Good and useful 
shore duty this would be. 

“Tf,” it is argued, “the officers of the line would realize 
that one does not have to be a trained sea officer to 
manage properly the affairs of the great naval establish- 
ment, outside the design and technical control of the 
ships in commission, there would be much plainer sailing 
toward the goal of perfect economical efficiency. Abra- 
ham Lincoln was an excellent general, and there were no 
stronger men, in a military sense, in the Army and Navy, 
during the Civil War period. than the two great secre- 
taries who held sway over the military destinies of the 
nation.” 








PRAISE FOR THE NAVY’S WORK AT MBSSINA. 

High among the records of the Navy for relief in 
times of great public distress will stand its achievements 
in the earthquake-riven district of Messina, Italy. Read- 
ers of the ARMY AND Navy JournaL hardly needed the 
assurance of Theodore Roosevelt to know that the most 
possible was being done by our naval representatives 
there, but the following message to the American nation 
by the former President after his visit to the ruined 
cities. which appeared in the papers of April 8, shows 
the deep impression made upon the ex-Commander-in- 
Chief of our Army and Navy by the relief activities be 
witnessed : 

“Before leaving Messina I desire to say that I am 
sure the American people do not realize the splendid 
work that is being done gt Messina and Reggio with the 
lumber sent from the United States. I have visited the 
American camp and saw 250 houses already completed, 
and arrangements have been perfected for the rapid 
construction of 1,250 more. The whole work, which is 
under the general directilon of Ambassador Griscom, has 
heen organized and perfected by Lieutenant Commander 
Belknap, with the assistance of Lieutenant Buchanan, 
Ensigns Wilcox and Spofford, Dr. Donelson, Paymaster 
Rogers, forty enlisted men of our Navy and a number of 
stalwart American carpenters. In addition there is a 
fine group of Americans, such as J. Elliott, Winthrop 
Chandler, J. Brush and R. Hale, who are giving their 
time and energies to help the philanthropic work. I 
wish to say that I consider the American people are 
deeply indebted to each and every one of these men, 
I cannot exaggerate the pleasure it gave me to see the 
officers and enlisted men of our Navy adapting themselves 
te strange and unexpected circumstances and successfully 
performing with ability and thorough good-will this most 
difficult task. Our nation can well be proud of them.” 





VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Capts. S. A. W. Patterson and W. L. Redles and 1st 
Lieuts. H. W. Stone and H. H. Kip, U.S.M.C., will 
leave Norfolk, Va., April 17, with a detachment of 100 
marines en route to Manila for duty. They proceed from 
Norfolk on board the Prairie for Colon, whence they will 
be transferred across the Isthmus and embarked on board 
the Buffalo. The Buffalo will proceed thence to San 
Francisco, and will leave the latter place on May 15 for 
Manila and return, stopping at Honolulu and Guam each 
way. Capt. A. S. Williams, who has been on duty at the 
navy yard, Boston, and 2d Lieut. C. H. Wells, who has 
been on duty at the navy yard, Puget Sound, Wash.. will 
join the detachment on board the Buffalo at San Fran- 
cisco, Capt. Perey F. Archer and Capt. Russell B. Put- 
nam, U.S.M.C. are also under orders to the Philippines. 

By the arrival at the Philadelphia Navy Yard on April 
® of the U.S.S. Kentucky, the Atlantic Fleet’s reserve 
squadron at Philadelphia consists of three ships, their 
places in the fleet now being taken by the battleships 
Mississippi, Idaho and New Hampshire. 

Plans are complete for the installation of under-water 
torpedo tubes on the Kansas and Monday that battleship 
was towed out of the drydock at Philadelphia Navy Yard 
to make room for the Kentucky. Fire control masts will 
be placed on board as soon as they have been constructed, 

The Hawaiian House of Representatives on April 5 
passed a resolution of welcome to Admiral Ijichi and the 
crews of the Japanese training squadron, which will visit 
there on its trip to the United States. The resolution 
was introduced by a Hawaiian member and unanimously 
passed. 

For his gallantry in saving a shipmate from drowning, 
Robert O. Keck, a landsman at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, 
who has been in the Navy only six months, has been com- 
mended by Secretary Meyer in a personal letter. 

A fleet of eight new passenger steamships will enter 
the trans-Atlantic trade within the next few weeks, em- 
bodying a total tonnage of 145,000 gross, almost as large 
as the fleet of 1907, when the giant Lusitania and Maure- 
tania and other big ones came out. Of the new vessels 
the liners Laurentic and Megantic of the White Star 
line will be in the Canadian service, while the remaining 
half-dozen will ply between New ‘York and Europe. 

The commander-in-chief of the U.S. Pacific Fleet re- 
ported by telegram to the Navy Department April 5 that 
the U.S.S. California sailed for San Francisco from 
Magdalena Bay April 4 with forty-nine shipwrecked pas- 
sengers, baggage and mail from the Pacific mail steamer 
Indiana, which was wrecked at Point Tosca, Margarita 
Island, on the morning of April 3. The ship is reported 
to be a total loss. ‘Tugs at last accounts were standing 
by the wreck. 

Assistant Secretary Beekman Winthrop, of the Navy, 
visited the New York Navy Yard on Thursday to inspect 
the physical and executive conditions of the yard. He 
will later, probably in May or June, visit the yards at 
Philadelphia, Boston, Portsmouth and Charleston. 

The United States cruiser North Carolina anchored 
at Port of Spain, Trinidad, April 6. She will probably 
proceed to La Guayra if General Castro lands in Vene- 





zuela. The cruiser Montana, it is understood, will pro- 
ceed from Martinique to Port of Spain, where the com- 
manders of the two warships may have a consultation. 

Tests of a new turbine torpedo being constructed at 
the Newport torpedo station are soon to be made. De- 
tails of construction are so far withheld. 

A cablegram from Olongapo announces the death of 
Earnest Fleming, gunner’s mate, on the U.S.S. Relief. 
Fleming enlisted from Chicago. 

A three-hundred-ton schooner for the North Pole ex- 
pedition under Walter Wellman was launched at Chris- 
tiansand, Norway, April 6. It will be taken to Spitz- 
bergen in May. 

For the second time this year Felix C. A. Jennings, 
seaman, U.S.S. Arethusa, has been brought to the atten- 
tion of the Navy Department for heroic action on his 
part. Secretary Meyer has written him a letter com- 
mending his bravery in jumping over to save J. H. 
Moore, a coal passer, who was drowning. Secretary 
Newberry. on Jan. 27, 1909, wrote Jennings a letter com- 
mending him for saving a man from one of the subma- 
rines at Mare Island during the fire at that yard last 
September. 

Rear Admiral Conway H. Arnold, commanding the spe- 
cial service squadron, has reported to the Navy Depart- 
ment from Caimanera that John Grzechowiak, seaman, 
on the Idaho, was killed by an accidental fall in a turret 
on April 1. He enlisted from Milwaukee, Wis. 

Announcement is made at the Navy Department that 
the new torpedoboat destroyer Smith is to be launched 
at Philadelphia April 20. The Smith is the first of the 
new type, and is expected to have a greater speed and a 
wider steaming radius than any now in the United 
States Navy. It is named after Capt. Joseph B. Smith, 
who was in command of the warship Congress when that 
vessel was sunk in Hampton Roads by the Confederate 
ironclad Virginia during the Civil War. Mrs. W. L. 
Bremer, the nearest living relative of Captain Smith, wil] 
act as sponsor of the vessel when it is launched. 

The Bureau of Yards and Docks has this week awar- 
ed a contract to the Noel Construction Company of Bal- 
timore, for building two additional isolation wards at the 
at Hospital at Annapolis, the contract price of which 
is § 

The Lake submarine, which is to be called the Seal, is 
well under way at the Newport News Shipbuilding Com- 
pany’s yard. The frame is all in place and the skin 
going on rapidly. The contractors promise to have her 
launched the latter part of June. 

The next draft of Navy female nurses will be sent to 
the hospital at Norfolk. These will come probably from 
the second class that recently passed the examination and 
received appointments. Nurses have now been furnished 
to the hospitals at New York, Annapolis and Washington 
and when the hospitals at Norfolk and Mare Island are 
taken care of, it is expected there will be another good- 
sized class available to furnish nurses for the hospitals 
at Yokohama and Canacao. 


Reports from the various navy yards picture the pres- 
ent appearance of the battleships of the Atlantic Fleet 
as wholly unrecognizable compared with their shape and 
color when they steamed into Hampton Roads in Febru- 
ary. All the top hamper, the after bridge and two-thirds 
of the forward bridge and the old military masts have 
been entirely removed. Pneumatic scaling hammers have 
pecked the white paint all off and in a few days the pro- 
tective blue gray color will go on. Then with the erec- 
tion of the “waste basket” fire control towers the ships 
will be very thoroughly disguised. 

The new class of past assistant and assistant surgeons 
of the Navy has reported for the spring course at the 
Naval Hospital Medical School. The class will enter 
upon its work Aprii 15. 

Secretary Meyer has sent a letter of commendation to 
Bruce Conrad, ordinary seaman on the U.S.S. Washing- 
ton, for his bravery in jumping overboard to save from 
drowning a coal passer of the Colorado named Lieben- 
dorfer. The accident occurred in the night time, and 
but for Conrad’s promptness the man would have 
drowned. A fireman on the Colorado named Hyland is 
also commended for juriping overboard at the same time. 

Second Lieut. James R. N. Boyd, of the Marine Corps, 
who was recently tried by a G.C.M. at the navy yard, 
Washington, D.C., on charges growing out of alleged 
failure to pay his debts, and was found guilty, was sen- 
tenced to a loss of thirty numbers in his grade and to 
be reprimanded by the reviewing authority. The Secre- 
tary of the Navy approved the proceedings and sentence. 
Lieutenant Boyd is a native of Virginia, and entered 
the Marine Corps Dee. 3, 1904. 

Capt L.. C. Heilner, U.S.N., will assume duties on 
April 12 in the office of the Supervisor of Naval Auxili- 
aries on the Atlantic coast, New York, N.Y., and as su- 
pervisor on May 7. 

Capt. C. E. Vreeland, U.S.N., who has been in com- 
mand of the battleship Kansas, will be detached from that 
vessel on April 15, and one month later will assume 
duties of Chief Intelligence Officer in Washington. 

Lieut. Comdr. Simon P. Fullinwider, U.S.N., who has 
been attached to the Connecticut as an aide on the staff 
of the Commander-in-chief of the Atlantic Fleet, reported 
for duty in the Bureau of Navigation, Navy Depart- 
ment, this week, as the relief of Lieut. Needham L. 
Jones, who has been assigned to duty as ordnance officer 
on board the Louisiana. 

Assistant Secretary Winthrop, Navy Department, spent 
a part of the past week in New York to make an official 
inspection of the navy yard. He will return to Washing- 
ton Monday morning. 

The British cruiser Invincible, which had just left her 
builder’s hands, collided with a brigantine off Great Yar- 
mouth, March 19, while on her way from the Tyne to 
Portsmouth, without damage to the warship. 

The first German warship of any size to be fitted with 
turbine engines is the armored cruiser Von der Tann, 
launched on March 20 at Hamburg. No official particu- 
lars of the vessel have been published, but it is under- 
stood that her armament will be considerably heavier than 
those of British Invincibles. This battleship-cruiser was 
laid down in March, 1908, so that her launch has taken 
place within one year of her keel being laid. She will 
be completed for sea by March, 1910, instead of in Aug- 
ust, 1970, as stated in the German official returns. The 
new cruiser will cost $9,165,000. She is an enormous in- 
crease on her predecessors, being 170 meters long, and 
25 broad, with a displacement of 19,000 tons, and her 
turbines are said to be of 44,000 horsepower. She can 
do twenty-five knots an hour. 

Krupps recently spent more than $10,000,000 in de- 
veloping their ordnance factories, and they can now pro- 
duce per annum over sixty turret mountings for a pair 
of eleven-inch and twelve-inch guns, says Engineering. “In 
this they have been encouraged by definite guarantees 
by the German government. The Dreadnoughts are being 
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built in seven separate yards in Germany, and an eighth 
capable of building such ships is now being completed. 
These yards have a total of eighteen slips available for 
‘capital’ ships. The capacity of these yards is known 
to be thirteen ships per annum.” 

Bids will be opened at the Bureau of Yards and Docks 
April 24 for the construction of the new Naval Medical 
Hospital at the Puget Sound Navy Yard. This struc- 
ture is to be 166 feet front by a depth of 213 feet; the 
front of administration building, 68 feet, depth 84 feet; 
front of ward, 98 feet, depth 51 feet; front of opera- 
tion and subsistence building, 46 feet and depth 54 feet. 
The administration building is to be three stories and 
basement, the ward building one story and basement, 
the operating and subsistence building two stories and 
basement. All are to be of stone and concrete with 
steel] frame. 

It has been settled that the presentation of the silver 
service donated by the people of Mississippi to the 
battleship of that name shall take place at Horn Island, 
in the Gulf of Mexico, off the south coast of the state, 
June 1, instead of May 15, as originally intended. The 
postponement is due to the fact that the service will not 
be completed in time for the earlier date. An unusual 
feature of the service is that each of the pieces is 
decorated with a portrait of Jefferson Davis, the head 
of the Confederacy, a native of Kentucky and an adopted 
son of Mississippi. It is said at the Navy Department 
that the question of the appropriateness of the decora- 
tion has not been raised there. 

Bids will be opened at the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks, Navy Department, April 17, for the work of re- 
modeling the contagious annex at the U.S. Naval Hos- 
pital, New York, to provide quarters for female nurses. 
All the interior partitions are to be removed, new wood 
floors laid throughout, all plastering of ceilings and 
side walls removed and the same replastered, and new 
lighting, heating and plumbing systems installed. 


The Bureau of Construction and Repair reports the 
following condition of completion of the various battle- 
ships under construction on April 1: South Carolina, 
86.9: Michigan, 95.2: Delaware, 73; North Dakota, 77.9; 
Florida, 8.4; Utah, 10.8. 

Three submarines of the Holland type were launched 
at Quincy, Mass., April 8. They were christened Sting- 
ray, Tarpon and Narwhal. The Stingray and Tarpon, 
which are 105 feet in length, are practically duplicates of 
the Octopus. The Narwhal is 135 feet long, but is of the 
same depth and type. The boats are the first of the 
seven submarines ordered by the government last Noveim- 
ber. The four others are well advanced and will prob- 
ably be ready for launching by May 1. 

The effort of a number of prominent New York women, 
among whom is the daughter of J. Pierpont Morgan, to 
establish an employees’ lunch room in the first story of 
Building No. 14, at the New York Navy Yard, will meet 
with the co-operation of the Navy Department. Bids will 
be opened at the Bureau of Yards and Docks, Navy De- 
partment, Washington, at 11 o’clock, April 17, for the 
work of remodeling and fitting the building for a 
lunch room. The contractor is to install a new re-en- 
forced concrete floor, a new brick wall enclosing the room, 
new counters, railings, desks and all needed plumbing fix- 
tures, and the government will remove the brick walls 
and partitions that must be taken out. The government 
will furnish the sinks, dish washer and steam table, while 
the contractor is to put in all necessary pipe and fittings 
and the electric system. The proposed Junch room is to 
be 57 feet wide and 138 feet long. The entire interior 
is to be given two coats of white paint and the counters 
and fittings stained walnut. The entire work will be re- 
quired to be completed within sixty days from the date 
of contract. The cost of the improvements proposed will 
be about $6,000. Navy officers speak of the project in 
terms of high praise. 

The proposed use in the target practice of the Atlantic 
Fleet of the torpedoboats Nicholson and O’Brien, filled 
with cork to increase their buoyancy, will serve to in- 
crease the interest as well as the accuracy of target prac- 
tice during the coming summer. These vessels, which 
have disappeared from the list of torpedoboats in reserve 
published in the April Navy list, will have their ma- 
chinery taken out at Annapolis and turned over to the 
Naval Academy for purposes of instruction. 

The Navy Department, through the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering, has made arrangements for the establish- 
ment at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology of a 
special course in Marine Engine Design. This course 
will be available specially for the training of naval in- 
structors. Officers will be designated to take this 
course, their selection being determined by their par- 
ticular aptitude for engineering work. Officers who 
complete the course will be assigned to duty in marine 
engineering as a specialty. The course will extend over 
two years, and will be followed by a tour of duty at 
sea. At the outset the desire will be to designate officers 
for instruction in this course who are not above the 
grade of lieutenant commander. 


The design of a triumphal arch to celebrate the return 
of the world-encircling Atlantic Battleship Fleet was the 
subject of chief interest in the award of prizes April 6 
in the competition of the Architectural Department of 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. First honors 
in this competition were taken by E. I. Williams, of 
Rutherford, N.J., who recently won the grand prix at 
the American Academy in Rome. 

The Revista Maritima of Italy recently published two 
essays it had received in reply to a non-official competi- 
tion among officers of the Italian navy, as to the features 
that should characterize Italian battleships. The first 
and second prizes were awarded to navigating officers. 
The first prize paper called for a tonnage of 16; tons, 
the second essay for a tonnage of 16,000 to 17,000. No 
impression seems to have been made upon these officers 
by tke American raising of the limit to 26,000 tons. 
The speed of these ships would be between 22 and 23.5 
—_ and in big guns neither would mount more than 
eight. 

The British navy’s new 12-inch gun of .50 caliber is 
capable of sending a projectile from the British Isle to 
the Continent, thus bridging the Straits of Dover by gun- 
fire. With future improvement of searchlights to en- 
able a satisfactory illumination of this passage by night, 
and the demonstrated efficiency of tornedo craft in thick 
and foggy weather, the editor of the United Service Ga- 
zette expresses a feeling of security which the panic- 
struck Britisher has not yet perceived. 

The British Admiralty report that on the Clyde there 
are six wavs in private shipyards capable of being used 
for the building of Dreadnoughts. 

A bluejacket’s explanation of his ship’s bad shooting 
is thus cited by F. T. Jane: “ ’T wasn’t that we couldn’t 
hit,” he said. “It was like this. Some bloke had a 


theory that if you hit the water in front of the target 
the water would make two or three holes for each shot. 


So we hit the water, but the bloke’s theory was all 
wrong.” 





OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 


Brig. Gen. George H. Harries, D.C.N.G., has applied 
to the Secretary of War for an Indian campaign badge, 
basing his claim upon the fact that in 1901, during the 
“shirt dance” outbreak of the Sioux at the Pine Ridge 
Agency, which terminated in the Wounded Knee affair, 
he accompanied General Miles as a Volunteer aide, being 
at that time a first lieutenant in the District of Columbia 
National Guard. General Harries was not ordered into 
the field at that time, but was sent to Pine Ridge by the 
Washington Star as a newspaper correspondent. He was 
undoubtedly in the forefront of all that was doing and 
performed all the service he could as an aide to the gen- 
eral commanding, but the Judge Advocate General of the 
Army has rendered an opinion that what General Harries 
did on that occasion was not strictly “service” in the 
meaning of the term as a basis for the conferment of a 
campaign badge. 

In a case arising at the military prison at Alcatraz 
Island, it being necessary to make use of the testi- 


mony of military convicts to convict a soldier on duty' 


there charged with a criminal offense, the Judge Ad- 
vocate General of the Army holds that it was proper to 
employ the testimony of such convicts, although under 
ordinary circumstances it usually would be obnoxious 
to military usage. The soldier was convicted and dis- 
honorably discharged from the Service. 

Judge Advocate General Campbell, U.S.N., has added 
to the gaiety of affairs in the Navy Department since 
the opening of the era of reorganization and unreorgani- 
zation by rendering an opinion to the effect that Engi- 
neer-in-Chief John K. Barton, U.S. Navy, retired, and 
chief of Bureau of Steam Engineering, is still all that title 
implies. Admiral Barton was nominated by President 
Roosevelt as Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineering 
and subsequently duly confirmed by the Senate, the ap- 
pointment being for the period of four years, and as Ad- 
miral Barton has neither resigned nor been removed, nor 
been in any manner incapacitated for duty by his retire- 
ment, he is still chief of the bureau. Upon the rec- 
ommendation of the Judge Advocate General the Secre- 
tary of the Navy has referred the whole question to the 
Attorney General for his opinion. In the meantime it 
has been announced that President Taft would nominate 
Lieut. Comdr. Hutch I. Cone to be Chief of the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering, but the appointment is held in 
abeyance until the situation can be somewhat cleared up 
by the Attorney General. Rear Admiral Barton was re- 
tired, not by reason of age, but because of physical dis- 
ability, having suffered a severe attack of illness three 
months ago while in Philadelphia.

1. Having in view the fact that the important duties of 
officer of the day now fall to many officers of the Marine Corps 
who have had but limited experience in the performance of 
garrison duty in the United States, and in consideration of 
the further fact that such duties have been recently carried out 
in a manner highly unsatisfactory to the major general, com- 
mandant, it is directed that commanding officers enforce a rigid 
performance of such duties and that the following instructions 
be observed to the letter, unless such an emergency may arise 
as otherwise to require, viz: 

(a) During his tour of duty the officer of the day will re- 
main in the office provided for his use, except when engaged 
in the performance of purely official duties requiring his pres- 
ence elsewhere. The necessary absences from the office for the 
purpose of securing meals are authorized. 

(b) The officer of the day will visit all sentries at least three 
times during his tour of duty, and will so arrange as to visit 
each relief at least once. 

(c) Whenever leaving his office for any purpose the officer 
of the day will wear side arms. 

(d) The occurrence of a tour of duty will not be made the 
occasion for making social calls in the navy yard, and obviously 
not elsewhere. 

(e) Tgnorance of post orders will not exonerate the officer 
of the day from their non-fulfillment. Commanding officers will 
personally inspect the post order book and make sure that all 
the orders issued are pasted securely or copied in it. 

2. A suitably equipped office will be at once prepared for the 
use of the officer of the day at each post. 

3. Commanding officers will exercise a more careful super- 
vision over the accounts of the post treasurer and will see to it 
that officers, detailed for such responsible duties, properly carry 
them out. 

4. Directs that at each post a class of instruction shall be 
conducted for commissioned officers and one such class for non- 
commissioned officers, and the necessary instructions given. 

5. Directs that a locker, properly equipped for the reception 
of revolvers, will be constructed in the guard-room at each post.

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THE ELIMINATION BILL. 

Senator Warren on April 1 reintroduced the Elimina- 
tion bill, which failed of passage at the previous Con- 
gress. This is one of the most important subjects to 
be considered by the Sixty-first Congress, and will no 
doubt be earnestly espoused by President Taft, who 
while Secretary of War gave the proposed measure his 
unequivocal support. Under date of May 25, 1908, Mr. 
Taft said: 

“Tt is a remarkable fact that our organization and our 
promotion laws are such as to insure in the greater part 
of the fighting force the minimum of promotion with the 
maximum of rust and decrepitude, exactly the reverse of 
what a wise policy would dictate. i “er 
some degree this unfortunate and unwise condition that 
this bill is offered. It makes no extravagant demands on 
the treasury. It does injustice to no man. It is believed 
that it would in practice operate most beneficially to give 
our mobile Army one of the most essential features of 
such a force, i.e., field and company officers possessed 
of zeal and physical energy.” : 

Under existing law, in the ordinary course of promo- 
tion by seniority, considering casualties that occur through 
death, resignation, dismissal, disability and retirement at 
64 years of age, officers would reach the grade of first 
lieutenant at about 29.5 years, that of captain at about 
38.5 years, that of major at about 51.8 years, that of lieu- 
tenant colonel at about 57 years, and that of colonel at 
about 59.5 years. To reduce these ages requires either se- 
lection or elimination. Under the elimination act proposed 
the different grades would be reached at these ages: First 
lieutenant, 27 years: captain, 34 years; major, 44 years; 
lieutenant colonel, 50 years; colonel, 54 years. We pub- 
lish the text of the bill as reintroduced. It is identical 
with the bill as introduced in the Sixtieth Congress: 

S$. 1018, Mr. Warren.—That the President be, and he is 
hereby, authorized to prescribe a physical examination of all 
officers of the Army of the grades of major and of lieutenant 
colonel to determine their fitness for promotion: Provided, 
That should any such officer fail in his physical examination 
and be found incapacitated for service by reason of physical 
disability contracted in line of duty, he shall be retired 
with the rank to which his seniority entitled him to be pro- 
moted: but should the incapacity be found to have resulted 
from his own misconduct, he shall be honorably discharged 
from the Army, with one year’s pay. 

Sec. 2. That when at the end of any fiscal year the av- 
erage number of vacancies for the fiscal years subsequent 
to the passage of this act in the grade of colonel in the 
Cavalry, Artillery or Infantry of the Army has been less 
than 16.84 per centum of the authorized number of lieutenant 
colonels in each arm, respectively; or in like manner when 
the average number of vacancies in the grade of lieutenant 
colonel has been less than 9.81 per centum of the authorized 
number of majors; or in like manner when the average num- 
ber of vacancies in the grade of major has been less than 4.73 
per centum of the authorized number of captains; or in 
like manner when the average number of vacancies in the 
grade of captain has been less than 12.08 per centum of the 
authorized number of first lieutenants; or in like manner 
when the average number of vacancies in the grade of first 
lieutenant has been less than 18.89 per centum of the au- 
thorized number of second lieutenants, the necessary addi- 
tional vacancies to bring the average in each grade in each 
arm up to the percentages above named shall be created as 
hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 3. That upon the occurrence of a deficiency of vacan- 
cies in any grade, as set forth in section 2 of this act, 
the Secretary of War shall convene, as soon after the first 
of July as practicable, a board of five officers of the Army 
for the purpose of selecting from the active list of the 
several arms the necessary number to be retired: Provided, 
That if practicable the grade of all officers composing such 
boards shall be senior to that of the officers to be considered 
by the board. The board shall have placed at its disposal the 
complete efficiency and medical records of all officers, as the 
list stood June 30 preceding, in those arms and grades where- 
in less than the required average of vacancies exists. Each 
member of said board shall swear or affirm that he will, with- 
out partiality, favor, or effection, and having in view solely 
the special fitness of officers and the efficiency of the Army, 
perform the duties imposed upon him by this act. 

The board shall then proceed to select for retirement from 
the several grades the requisite number from among those 
officers found to be, from any cause, least qualified for 
further active service, the number taken from each grade 
bing such as to cause the average number of vacancies there- 
in to conform to the percentages set forth in the preceding 
section: Provided, That no colonel shall be retired under the 
provisions of this section when the effect thereof would be 
to promote a lieutenant colonel of less than 3. years’ 
service as such, unless the total commissioned service of said 
lieutenant colonel exceeds 28 years: nor shall any lieutenant 
colonel be retired under the provisions of this section when 
the effect thereof would be to promote a major of less than 
5 years’ service as such, unless the total commissioned serv- 
ice of said major exceeds 25 years; nor shall any major 
be retired under the provisions of this section when the ef- 
fect thereof would be to promote a captain of less than 10 
years’ service as such, unless the total commissioned serv- 
ice of said captain exceeds 18 years; nor shall any captain be 
retired under the provisions of this section when the effect 
thereof would be to promote any first lieutenant whose total 
length of commissioned service is less than 10 years; nor 
shall any first lieutenant be retired under the provisions of 
this section when the effect thereof would be to promote 
any second lieutenant af less than 4 years’ commissioned 
service: And provided further, That in computing the total 
length of commissioned service there shall be included therein 
any commissioned service in the U.S. Volunteers. The 
proceedings and recommendations of the board shall be in 
writing; shall be signed by all the members, a majority gov- 
erning, and shall be transmitted to the President, who shall 
thereupon by order transfer to the unlimited retired list the 
officers who have been selected as provided in this act. 

Sec. 4. That each officer retired pursuant to the provisions 
of this act, except as provided in section 1 hereof, shall be 
entitled to retired pay at the rate of a per centum of the 


It is to remedy in. 
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pay he was receiving at the date of his retirement, which 
per centum shall be equal to the product of the square of 
the nearest number of complete years of his service as a 
commissioned officer, multiplied by one-twelfth: Provided, 
That for terms of commissioned service less than 10 complete 
years, each officer retired under the provisions of this act, 
except as provided in section 1 hereof, shall be entitled to 
one year’s pay in lieu of all other retired pay: And provided 
further, That retired pay shall never exceed 75 per centum 
of the maximum pay of the grade. 

Sec. 5. That in computing the authorized commissioned 
strength in any grade, as required in section 2 hereof, the 
officers detailed in accordance with existing law for stated 
tours of duty in the various staff departments shall be in- 
cluded in that arm wherein they hold permanent commis- 
sions. 

Sec. 6. That all laws or parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed, and nothing 
in this act shall be construed as changing the method of 
promotion now provided by law. 
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EXTRA OFFICERS BILL. 


The bill providing for the appointment of 612 addi- 
tional officers for the Army, which passed the Senate 
as S. 2671 at the first session of the Sixtieth Congress, 
was reintroduced on April 1 by its former sponsor, Sena- 
tor Warren, and will be known as S. 1024. The need 
for this remedial legislation is as great as ever, and 
no change has been made in the text of the proposed 
measure, which follows: 

S. 1024, Mr. Warren.—Authorizing extra officers for the 
Army. That hereafter positions vacated by officers on the 
active list of the Army detailed for stated tours of duty, the 
usual length of which is not less than one year, in the Gen- 
eral Staff Corps, not exceeding 42; as aides to general offi- 
cers, not exceeding 36; to college duty in the several states 
and territories, not exceeding 100; to duty with the organized 
militia; not exceeding one to each state, territory, and the 
District of Columbia; at the U.S. Military Academy, West 
Point, N.Y., not exceeding 75; upon recruiting service, not 
exceeding 95; as instructors and staffs at the special Service 
schools for officers at Fort Monroe, Va., Fort Riley, Kas., and 
Fort Leavenworth, Kas., not exceeding 60; to duty with the 
civil government in the Philippines, with the Philippine 
Scouts, and with the Isthmian Canal Commission, not ex- 
ceeding 60; as military attachés abroad, not exceeding 15; 
at the military prisons, not exceeding 15; as acting judge 
advocates, not exceeding 8; other miscellaneous details, not 
exceeding 57; in all, not exceeding 612, shall be subject to 
the provisions of Sec. 27 of the Act approved Feb. 2, 1901, 
respecting the filling of such vacancies and the return of 
such officers to duty with their permanent arm, corps, or de- 
partment: Provided, That all the details hereinbefore named 
shall be distributed among the several grades from colonel 
to 2d lieutenant in the discretion of the President, subject 
only to the limitation that they shall be, as nearly as prac- 
ticable, in the following proportions; to wit: Two colonels to 
3 lieutenant colonels to 5 majors to 9 captains to 8 1st lieu- 
tenants to 7 second lieutenants. 
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THE SIXTY-FIRST CONGRESS. 


The Senate on April 5 passed the following resolution : 

S. Res. 17, Mr. Warren.—Resolved that the Committee on 
Military Affairs, or any subcommittee thereof, be authorized 
to send for persons and papers and to administer oaths, and 
to employ a stenographer to report such hearings as may be 
had in connection with any subject which may be pending 
before said committee, and to have the same printed for its 
use: that the committee may sit during the sessions or re- 
cesses of the Senate, and that the expense thereof be paid 
out of the contingent fund of the Senate. 

We publish this week the text of several important 
Service measures which should receive favorable consid- 
eration at the hands of the national legislators in their 
regular winter session. The merits of these bills were 
thoroughly discussed in this journal during the recent 
Congress, and as there is no likelihood of action on 
them during the next nine months we will present only 
the more important. 

BILLS INTRODUCED. 

S.J. Res. 12, Mr. Warren.—That the period of service 
entitling an Army officer to retirement on his own applica- 
tion, as required by act of Congress approved June 30, 1882, 
shall include all service rendered by such officers as cadets 
at the U.S. Naval Academy, Annapolis, or subsequent to 
graduation therefrom, or to service as commissioned officers 
of the Navy, or to both. 

S.J. Res. 13, Mr. Warren.—lIncludes in those to be awarded 
the Army Spanish and Philippine campaign badges, in the 
discretion of the Secretary of War, regularly accredited mili- 
tary attachés or observers from foreign governments, war cor- 
respondents regularly employed or accredited by recognized 
newspapers or periodicals, civilians who were citizens of the 
U.S. and who voluntarily accompanied or rendered assistance 
to the Army, and officers of the U.S. Navy or Marine Corps 
who served with the Army on shore. 

S. 1017, Mr. Gallinger.—That the Hospital Corps of the 
U.S. Navy shall consist of chief pharmacists, pharmacists, and 
such ratings in the enlisted branch as may be designated ac- 
cording to law, governing other enlisted men. Sec. 2. That 
pharmacists shall, in like manner as other warrant officers are 
commissioned, be commissioned chief pharmacists, and shall. 
on promotion, have the rank, pay, and allowances of chief 
boatswains; that pharmacists be appointed by the President; 
and that vacancies in the grade of pharmacists shall be filled, 
by selection, from the enlisted forces of the Hospital Corps 
of the U.S. Navy, subject to such examination as the Secre- 
tary of the Navy shall prescribe. Sec. 3. That the pay of 
enlisted men of the Hospital Corps shall be the same as that 
provided for the corresponding ratings of the seaman branch 
and other staff corps of the Navy. 

S. 1020, Mr. Warren.—That hereafter when an officer of the 
line of the Regular Army, whose original commission in the 
Army is dated prior to Oct. 1, 1890, and who has been passed 
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over by his juniors in length of commissioned service in the 
same branch of the line, is retired under existing law, he shall 
be retired with the rank and pay of the grade which he would 
have attained if promotion in the several grades from sec- 
ond lieutenant to colonel, inclusive, had been carried out 
lineally and by seniority in the several branches of the line 
prior to the Act of Congress approved Oct. 1, 1890, regulat- 
ing promotions: Provided, That nothing herein contained shall 
be construed to mitigate or remove loss of rank which any 
officer may have suffered by sentence of court-martial, action 
of examining board, or voluntary transfer: And provided fur- 
ther, That nothing herein contained shall be construed to de- 
prive any officer upon retirement of the rank he now holds, 
to which he may attain at any future time, or to which he 
may be entitled by law upon retirement. 

S. 1021, Mr. Warren.—To appoint James B. Ferguson a 
first lieutenant in the Medical Corps and retire him as such. 

S. 1022, Mr. Warren.—To provide for raising a Volunteer 
Army of the United States in time of actual or threatened 
war. This is the bill which was introduced in the House 
during the last Congress as H.R. 23862. The bill was pre- 
pared by the General Staff, and provides for an emergency 
Army, to be raised only when Congress shall authorize it and 
to be maintained only during war or its imminence. A draft 
of this measure will be found on page 281, our issue of 
Nov. 14, 1908; President Roosevelt’s special message thereon 
on page 406, Dec. 12, 1908, and General Oliver’s hearing 
before the House Military Committee in relation to the bill, 
page 509, Jan. 9 ; 

S. 1023, Mr. Warren.—-To increase the efficiency of the 
Veterinary Service of the Army. Same as H.R. 2735. 

8. 1025, Mr. Warren.—That officers of the Army on the 
retired list whose rank has been, or shall hereafter be, ad- 
vanced by operation of or in accordance with law shall be 
entitled to and shall receive commissions in accordance with 
such advanced rank. This is the bill which, as S. 653, 60th 
Congress, was amended to include officers of the Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps and Revenue Cutter Service, and passed by both 
houses, but was vetoed by President Roosevelt. 

S. 1026, Mr. Warren.—To extend the special leave privi- 
leges authorized for officers of the Military Academy by Sec. 
1330, R.S., to officers on duty exclusively as instructors at 
the special Service schools or at the Staff College, and to such 
student officers for the Staff College or the Signal School as 
may be detailed from the graduates of the latest class at a 
special Service school. 

S. 1027, Mr. Warren.—Appropriates $3,600, to reimburse 
the enlisted men of the Philippine Scouts for money in- 
trusted by them to Lieut. Andrew Shea, Phil. Scouts, for 
safekeeping and for transmission to their families in the Phil- 
ippine Islands, which sums were embezzled by Shea. 

S. 1028, Mr. Warren.—To appoint Warren C. Beach a cap- 
tain in the Army and retire him as such. 

S. 1042, Mr. Dick.—To reorganize and enlist the mem- 
bers of the U.S. Naval Academy band. That the Naval Acad- 
emy band shall consist of one leader, who shall have the pay 
and allowance of a 2d lieutenant in. the Marine Corps; one 
second leader, with pay at the rate of $50 per month; 29 
musicians, first-class, and 11 musicians, second-class; and 
shall be paid from pay of the Navy. Sec. 2. That the mem- 
bers of the Naval Academy band as now organized shall be 
enlisted in the Navy and credited with all prior service of 
whatever nature as members of said band, as shown by the 
records of the Naval Academy and the pay rolls of the ships 
and Academy; and the said leader and the enlisted musicians 
of the band shall be entitled to the same benefits in respect 
to pay, emoluments, and retirement arising from longevity, 
re-enlistment, and length of service as are, or may hereafter 
beome, applicable to other enlisted men of the Navy. [This 
bill was passed by the Sixtieth Congress, but was not signed 
by the President. ] 

S. 1051, Mr. Lodge.--To authorize the President to place 
Ensign John Tracey Edson on the retired list of the Navy 
with the rank of lieutenant. 

S. 1119, Mr. Giay.—To authorize the appointment of Frank 
de L. Carrington as major of Infantry. 

S. 1215, Mr. Dick.—To furnish bronze medals of honor 
to surviving soldiers who responded to President Lincoln's 
first call for troops. 

8. 1223, Mr. Chamberlain.—Authorizing the appointment of 
Col. James Jackson to the rank of brigadier general on the 
retired list. 

S. 1342, Mr. Smith, of Maryland.—Placing M. H. Plunkett, 
assistant engineer, U.S.N., on the retired list with an ad- 
vanced rank. 

S. 1347, Mr. Frye.—To construct a vessel for the Revenue 
Service for use in the vicinity of Portland, Me. Appropriates 
$25,000. 





H.R. 6184, Mr. Roberts.—To reorganize and increase the 
efficiency of the Hospital Corps of the United States Navy, 
and regulate its pay. Same as S. 1017. : 

H.R. 6274, Mr. Sulzer.—To create in the War Department 
a roll to be known as the Volunteer Retired List, to author- 
ize placing thereon with retired pay surviving officers of the 
United States Volunteer Army, Navy, and Marine Corps of 
the Civil War, and for other purposes. 

H.R. 6741, Mr. Dawson.—<Authorizing the appointment of 
dental surgeons in the Navy. 
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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., April 7, 1909. 
The 600-foot tower for the new wireless telegraph station 
to be erected on Government grounds here will be constructed 
of ferro-concrete—that is, of steel framework and cement— 
and will be forty-five feet higher than the Washington Monu- 
ment.

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WEST POINT. 
West Point, N.Y., April 5, 1909. 





In the presence of the cadets and officers Col. Hugh L. 
Scott laid the corner-stone of the new chapel on Monday 
afternoon, April 5, at four o’clock, with the ceremonies 


planned for the original date, March 29. The official party, 
consisting of the Superintendent and staff, Academic Board, 
and cadet choir, met at the old chapel at 3:45 and escorted 
by the chaplain proceeded to the new chapel site. Here a 
platform had been erected for the accommodation of the many 
spectators. The new site is very imposing, the view very 
extended, being on the bluff to the west and overlooking the 
Academy. The service was conducted by the chaplain; the 
quartermaster read the list of articles deposited within the 
stone; the Superintendent performed the ceremony with the 
usual formula, and appropriate music was ‘rendered by the 
band. In the stone was placed a sealed copper box containing 
statitics and records of the Academy, some coins, and photo- 
graphs of President Taft, Theodore Roosevelt, Secretary Dick- 
inson, ex-Secretary Wright, Colonel Scott, Brig. Gen. Albert L. 
Mills, Major J. M. Carson, jr., officer-in-charge of construction, 
Edward S. Travers, chaplain, Messrs. Cram, Ferguson and 
Goodhue, the architects, and the Superintendent and Academic 
Board. It is said that within a year the new building will 
be ready for use. It was started in July, 1907. 

Religious services were first held at the Academy in a wood- 
en building which stood on the site of the Superintendent’s 
present quarters. Later the mess hall of that day did duty 
as a chapel. In 1815, in the Academy building of that date, 
a room on the ground floor served as the chapel until the 
completion of the present building in 1836. Two years were 
occupied in its construction, and the cost is estimated to 
have reached the sum of $14,750.35. 

The Rev. Adam Empie was the first chaplain at the Acad- 
emy, from 1813 to 1817. His successor was Rev. Dr. Thomas 
Picton, 1818 to 1825. Rev. Charles P. MclIlraine, his suc- 
cessor, resigned in 1827, and afterward became Bishop of Ohio. 
Prof. Thomas Warner succeeded him in 1828, continuing in 
office until 1838. Prof. Jasper Adams was chaplain from 1838 
until 1841; Rev. M. P. Parks from 1841 to 1847; Rev. Wil- 
liam T. Sprole from that date until 1856. From 1856 until 
1871 Prof. John W. French performed the duties of chaplain, 
and as all of his predecessors had done, combined with them 
the teaching of geography, history and ethics. In 1871 the 
Rev. Dr. John Forsyth was appointed, and the Rev. Dr. Wil- 
liam Morton Postlethwaite succeeded him in 1881, combining 
the duties of the chaplaincy and professorship until his death 
in 1896. 

The offices of chaplain and professor, created by Act of 
April 14, 1818, were dissociated by the Act of Feb, 18, 1896, 
which vested the duties of chaplain in an officer to be ap- 
pointed by the President for a term of four years. The first 
chaplain under the new law was Rev. Herbert Shipman, twice 
reappointed. At the close of nine years, to the great regret 
of all, he tendered his resignation and became: assistant rector 
of the Church of the Heavenly Rest. He was succeeded by 
Rev. Edward S. Travers, the present chaplain, who is now 
entering upon the fourth year of his first tour of duty at the 
Academy.

WISCONSIN. 


A school for all the officers of the Wisconsin National 
Guard will be held at the Wisconsin State Military Reserva- 
tion, Camp Douglas, Wis., Tuesday and Wednesday, May 4 
and 5, 1909. Each officer will be paid for attendance at the 
school at the rate of $3.00 per day for two days. 

The course of instruction will embrace patrols, outposts, 
advance and rear guards. The scope of all these subjects 
will be that covered during the school of correspondence con- 
ducted by the Adjutant General during 1908-1909. For the 
Medical Corps the course will include such course as the 
Chief of the Medical Corps may announce. Special instruction 
for regimental and battalion quartermasters and commissaries 
will be arranged for by Major ©. R. Williams, Q.M. and ©.8. 

The school will be opened with map problems of the same 
general nature as those covered in the correspondence school, 
They will be four in number. The ground will be limited 
to the confines of the reservation. The problems will be pre- 
pared and the work conducted by Major John F. Morrison, 
U.S.A. The solution of each problem will be followed by a 
brief lecture on the subject by Major Morrison. 

Immediately after the completion of each problem and the 
lecture thereon, a written examination for all officers below 
the rank of major will be held on each subject. All officers 
who upon these examinations obtain an average of 75 per 
cent. or more will be given a certificate of proficiency by the 
Adjutant General and their names will be recorded on the 
records to be kept for that purpose in the office of the Adju- 
tant General. 

Any officers attaining 75 per cent. in any subject will be 
excused from examination in that subject for promotion, so 
long as no material changes are made in the text-book there- 
for in use in the United States Army. 

On Tuesday evening, May 4, the annual convention of offi- 
cers will be held, at which lectures will be delivered by Major 
John F. Morrison, U.S.A.; Col. John G. Salsman, W.N.G.;

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 

The State Lunacy Commission of New York has agreed to 
pay the various military organizations of the state who 
own houses on the only Creedmoor rifle range a reasonable 
sum for the same. Most of these houses are quite expen- 
sive, and will be of value to the commission, and as they 
cannot be moved to the site for the new range, the sale 
should be of advantage all around. The prices ranged from 
$2,200 for the club house of the 1st Naval Battalion to 
$2,800 for the house of the 7th Regiment. There were ten 
houses on the range all told. 

The maximum strength of a company of infantry or troop 
of cavalry in the Maryland N.G., in time of peace, is limited 
to three commissioned officers and sixty enlisted men, and a 
company of coast artillery to three commissioned officers and 
eighty enlisted men; including all non-commissioned officers, 
cooks, musicians and privates. No enlisted man will be al- 
lowed to attend the brigade camp of instruction, to be held 
during the coming summer, unless he is enlisted on or be- 
fore the first day of June, 1909; excepting such as have 
served at least one full term of enlistment in the National 
Guard of this state or some other state of the Union, or in 
the Army or Marine Corps of the United States, and have 
been honorably discharged from said service.

There will be held at Sea Girt, N.J.. on May 29 and 31, 
a regimental team match to be known as the New Jersey 
National Guard Trophy Match. The match will take place 
on May 31 at ten a.m. It will be open to teams of six men 
from each of the five infantry regiments, from each of the 
troops and from the signal corps and naval reserve, N.G.N.J. 

The officers of the Old Guard of New York recently elected 
will be installed in St. Thomas Church during the annual me- 
morial services on the afternoon of April 22. The annual 
dinner of the organization will take place after the church 
service. 

A review of the 2d Naval Battalion will be held in the 
armory by Brig. Gen. John G. Eddy on Saturday night, May 1. 

In the 23d N.Y. 2d Lieut. E. H. Frothingham has been 
unanimously elected first lieutenant of Co. L. The officers 
of the regiment will hold their annual beefsteak dinner on 
April 19. 

Lieut. C. H. E. Frank, of the 14th N.Y., has been ap- 
pointed captain. 

Both the 7th and the 7ist Regiments, N.G.N.Y., have been 
incorporated under the laws of New York, the former as ‘‘The 
7th Regiment Fund’’ and the latter as ‘‘The 71st Regiment 
Association.’’ The membership corporation of both organiza- 
tions is exactly the same, and consists of seventeen directors 
composed of the field officers of the regiment and the com- 
manding officer of each company. ‘There are three classes of 
members, viz., active, associate and honorary. This act of 
incorporation will avoid any legal controversy in case of any 
bequests to the regiments. 


1ST BATTERY, N.Y.—CAPT. JOHN F. O'’RYAN. 

The Hon. James W. Wadsworth, jr., speaker of the Assem- 
bly, reviewed the 1st Battery, N.G.N.Y., under command of 
Capt. John F. O’Ryan, at the armory on the night of April 3, 
and witnessed some interesting and splendidly performed ex- 
hibition drills, all of which were fully up to the standard 
for which the battery is celebrated. After the review, which 
was dismounted, there was an exhibition of the following 
fine horses on the longe: 1, Joan d’Arec, chestnut filly; 2, 
Coronado, chestnut gelding; 3, Nadab (Lieutenant Barrett), 
chestnut Arab; 4, Artillery (Lieutenant Barrett), half-Arab— 
thoroughbred; 5, Dolly Gray, half-Arab mare. Next followed 
a mounted platoon music drill, circles and wheels in single 
and double section column, and post driving and other evolu- 
tions at trot and gallop, 1st Lieut. Edwin W. Hiscox, com- 
manding; demonstration of practical problems in field artillery 
gun fire, using sub-caliber tubes and ammunition, Captain 
O’Ryan commanding, Lieutenants Barrett and Kenyon platoon 
commanders. The shooting at five miniature balloons travel- 
ing along the sky line of the target, which wound up the ex- 
hibition of gun fire, was skillfully done, each of the balloons 
being blown to pieces in short order. 

The battery also gave an exhibition of unharnessing after 
a march, and going into camp for the night. After a sup- 
posed enemy had made an attack on the camp, the horses were 
all harnessed and the guns ready for action in seven min- 
utes. Rough riding, mounted exercises, under command of 
Lieut. F. B. Barrett, concluded the exhibition. The review- 
ing officer and special guests were then pleasantly entertained 
by Captain O’Ryan and his officers. Among those present 
were: Gen. David E. Austen, Major F. G. Landon, Capt. DeW. 
C. Falls, 7th Regt.: Dr. A. T. Weston, supernumerary. 

Another review will be shortly held. 


9TH N.Y.—COL. W. F. MORRIS. 


A most nonsensical article appeared in a daily paper in 
New York city, April 6, regarding the 9th Regiment, N.G. 
N.Y., which it is believed was inspired by a certain dis- 
gruntled officer who cannot be got rid of too quickly for the 
good of the service. According to the article the regiment 
was in the throes of the most bitter strife and five officers 


were mentioned as resigning since March 18, when all but 
one of them resigned close on a year ago. Colonel Morris 
was meanly attacked in the article in an alleged row with 
Major Haan, and a number of the most untrue statements 
were made. - 

Among other things the article said that Colonel Morris 
resigned before the regiment went into the service of the 
United States in 1898, when as a matter of fact he was in the 
U.S. Service with the organization from May 2 to Aug. 3, 
1898, as captain. The entire article is simply ridiculous, and 
the paper printing it was grossly imposed upon, 

When Captain Morris returned from the camp of the regi- 
ment at Chickamauga, he was the only officer who dared come 
out boldly at the time in public print and tell in plain 
language of the awful suffering of sick and dying men for 
want of proper medical attendance and supplies, while a com- 
mission appointed by Governor Black had found everything 
lovely. He spoke without fear or favor. 

Lieut. Tom P. Dilkes recently preferred charges upon an 
alleged disagreement between Colonel Morris and Major Haan, 
of the Army, in a café on May 18 after the annual dinner 
of the board of officers. These charges were dismissed by 
Major General Roe as being unworthy of consideration, and 
he said they were the result of animus. Major Haan also 
denied emphatically the allegation made by Lieutenant Dilkes, 
The best of feeling exists between Colonel Morris and Major 
Haan, and the latter delivered a lecture at the armory to the 
officers only a short time since. Lieutenant Dilkes was re- 
cently tried by a G.C.M. and found guilty of abandoning his 
guard without authority and of making improper statements 
about his immediate commanding officer while on duty at 
Fort Wadsworth in 1908 and was sentenced to a fine of $50 
and to be reprimanded. Judge Advocate Ladd in his official 
review of the case said that Lieutenant Dilkes stands convict- 
ed of having added ‘‘false swearing’’ to his other offenses. 

General Roe, in General Orders, issued a severe reprimand 
to Lieutenant Dilkes in accordance with the sentence of the 
court, which was also taken to task for its inadequate find- 
ings and sentenee, Lieutenant Dilkes was at the dinner of 
the officers of the 9th while in military arrest, and it was 
improper that he should have been present under the circum- 
stances. As it turned out, it was mistaken kindness in allow- 
ing him to be at the festive board. 

The regiment will be reviewed by General Roe on April 16. 


PENNSYLVANIA. 


Brig. Gen. W. P. Bowman, commanding the Ist Brigade 
of Pennsylvania, in general orders dated March 29, 1909, 
relating to the spring inspections, says in part: 

‘‘The spring inspection also demonstrates a continued neg- 
lect of the elementary training of the recruits in the schools 
of the soldier and squad. Men are reported to their companies 
without preliminary instruction in said schools, and for in- 
spection in the company ranks without the slightest concep- 
tion of the manual of arms or any other training in the ele- 
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mentary schools. In some commands, guard duty is also neg: 
lected. Renewed effort must be made to cure these deficien- 
cies. Commanding officers must give more attention to the 
supervision of the instruction of recruits in the fundamental 
primeiples necessary to make them thoroughly disciplined and 
well trained soldiers. The work should be systematized, and 
officers qualified to instruct placed in charge thereof. By 
intelligent, accurate and systematic instruction, the interest 
of the recruit can be kept active in his work, and his ambi 
tion to excel should be properly encouraged by intelligent 
instructors. 

‘‘A good many of the officers, senior and junior, are them- 
selves deficient in accurate knowledge of the elementary 
fundamental schools, hence we find so many badly instructed 
soldiers. To advance their proficiency, either in their close 


- order work in the armory, or their preparations for extended 


order work and maneuvers in the field, the officers must be 
careful to correctly grasp and learn the principles themselves. 
The examinations, during the inspections in some commands, 
show a shameful neglect and want of interest, not only in 
the close order work, but also in everything pertaining to 
field and outpost duty, and unless the officers referred to pay 
more attention to these important subjects their places will 
be filled by men more competent to fulfill the requirements of 
the service.’’ 

Co. D, 5th Infantry of Pennsylvania, located at Blairs- 
ville, will be the first company in that regiment to get an 
armory from the state. The plans for the structure have 
been approved by the Armory Commission, the contract 
awarded and the work will begin about May 1. The ground 
area is 65x120 feet, the building to be of stone and fire- 
proof construction, and the cost is placed at $30,000. 

In its recent annual inspection and muster the Ist In- 
fantry of Pennsylvania paraded 761 officers and men and 
had forty-eight members absent. The inspection took place 
in the armory in Philadelphia and the: figures were as follows:

Questions are answered as soon as possible, but no par- 
ticular time can be given for replies. We do not answer ques- 
tions by mail. 

P. A. W. asks: (1) Can an infantryman transfer to Coast 
Artillery out of the department if well advanced in Coast 
Artillery work? Answer: Requires action of the Secretary 
of War. (2) How many times can a man purchase discharge? 
Answer: He may apply as often as he desires after one year’s 
service, but applications must be accompanied by reasons 
satisfactory to the authorities to be granted. 

FOURTH ENLISTMENT asks: Under the’ existing condi- 
tions, would a non-commissioned officer of General Service In- 
fantry, detailed with the militia, be reduced upon receiving 
such detail? What is the proper mode of procedure in order 





to procure such detail, and what is the length of time for 
which such detail is made? Answer: No. ‘There will soon 
be an order covering the detail of enlisted men within the 
National Guard. Make application to the Adjutant General 
of the Army through your commanding officer at your re- 
cruiting- station, and it would be well to show that you are 
desired with the particular organization to which you seek 
a detail. 

PRIVATE.—To be entitled to a Philippine badge you must 
have had some of the following service: Philippine Islands 
between Feb. 4, 1899, and Dee. 81, 1904; against Pala and 
his followers, Jolo, April and May, 1905; against Datu Ali 
and his followers, Mindanao, October, 1905; against hostile 
Moros on Mount Bud-Dajo, Jolo, March, 1906. 

F. G.—By decision of the Comptroller in August last, ‘‘In 
determining the enlistment period of enlisted men of the Ma- 
rine Corps for purposes of pay under the Act of May 11, 1908, 
as made applicable to the Marine Corps by Sec. 1612 of the 
Revised Statutes, each three years of their continuous ser- 
vice should be counted as one enlistment period without re- 
gard to discharge and re-enlistment, except that they must 
have remained continuously in the Service, and their former 
service entitling them to re-enlisted pay and which was not 
continuous with their present service should be counted 
as one enlistment perivud only.’’ Aside from the question of 
pay the actual period of enlistment in the Marine Corps is 
now four years. Prior to March 3, 1901, it was five years, 
Your pay in the Army, which you entered Sept. 21, 1907, 
will remain the same until Sept. 20, 1910. 

J. S. S.—Chaplains and surgeons have various rank in 
the Army and Navy. We have Army chaplains from major 
to first lieutenant, and Navy chaplains from captain to lieu- 
tenant, junior grade. Surgeons in the Army rank from briga- 
dier general to lieutenant, and in the Navy from rear admiral 
(the Surgeon General) to lieutenant, junior grade. In each 
grade and subgrade, date of commission or appointment de- 
termines the order of precedence, not the fact that one is 
preacher, doctor, or soldier. 

W. M. T.—As you are no longer in the Army you are not 
entitled to Army campaign badge. See answer to ‘‘Chief 
Boatswain.’’ 

CHIEF BOATSWAIN.—+The campaign badges provided for 
in War Department orders are prescribed as a part of the 
uniform of the Army to commemorate the designated military 
campaigns, and are to be worn as such. They cannot be is- 
sued to anyone who was not in the military service on the 
llth day of January, 1905, or thereafter. The insignia can- 
not lawfully be issued to officers or men of the Navy or 
Marine Corps, and if it were it could not be worn as a part 
of the Navy uniform. The power to prescribe changes, or 
modify the uniform of the Navy or Marine Corps so as to 
designate service rendered in time of war, or service in a 
particular campaign or theater of military or naval opera- 
tions, is vested in the Secretary of the Navy and not in the 
Secretary of War. t 

H. R. M.—Nothing was done by the 60th Congress with 
the various bills, placing Civil War veterans at age of 70 om 
a pay status vf $75 a month. A commissioned warrant offi- 
cer (chief) is of the line and ranks with but after ensign, 
A warrant officer, not a chief, ranks after midshipman, the 
lowest (nominal) line rank, and ahead of mate, and is of 
the staff. A non-com. officer of the Army is an enlisted man. 
We see no immediate prospect of your friend’s securing a 
commission through the legislation first referred to. 

PRIVATE, FT. McHENRY, asks: Having been issued a 
medal for Philippine service and lost it through no fault of 
my own, could I in any way procure another? Answer: Ap- 
ply through your commanding officer. We believe the same 
rule is observed in the Army as in the Marine Corps, where 
in such cases the C.O. endorses the application with a recom- 
mendation either that the new issue be made gratuitously og 
that it be charged for, and six months must then elapse be- 
fore a reissue is made. 

YEOMAN.—A is wrong in his contention that, in a ease of 
trial by G.C.M., proceedings and sentence of court are not 
invalidated by fact of non-service of accused with copy of 
charges and specifications under which he was tried, in spite 
of the fact that the Revised Statutes plainly state that the 
accused ‘‘shall be furnished’’ with a copy, and in spite of 
the fact that the Navy Regulations plainly state that a copy 
‘‘shall be furnished’’ the accused. In Johnson vs. Sayre 
158 U.S. 109, the U.S. Supreme Court has held that the 
charge and specifications must be furnished the accused when 
arrested for trial. 


A. M. B. asks: (1) How many men are there in an infantry 
company, and how many in an infantry regiment under the 
present formation ? (2) Did a regiment of Japanese soldiers 
mutiny in the Russian-Japanese War? (3) Is it not a fact 
that mutiny existed in the Russian army and as a result 
some officers and men were shot to death in Mukden? An- 
swer: (1) In an infantry company, 128 enlisted men; in a 
regiment, 1,592. (2) and (3) All sorts of rumors were cir- 
culated during the war, but we have no definite information 
on this subject. It has been frequently pointed out that 
much of the failure on the part ef the Russian forces was 
attributable to the dissolute habits and lack of battle train- 
ing on the part of the autocratic or bureaucratic pets in 
command of troops, and the lack of esprit among the person- 
nel. The Japanese, on the other hand, have been held up as 
examples of extreme self-sacrifice and devotion to the one 
end of success for the Mikado’s arms. 


W. J. D. asks: In_ computing service for retirement does 
double time for foreign service commence on leaving the 
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U.S., and end with return thereto, or does only actual time 
in foreign countries count as double time! Answer: Actual 
service in. See A.R. 133. 

ALASKA.—The A.G.O. has not ordered up the entire forty- 
two first lieutenants and seveny-one second lieutenants of In- 
fantry for examination, but has skipped ahead and selected 
men who are going to the Philippines or are in Alaska, so 
as to anticipate or provide for long delays in the transmission 
of papers. The aim is to avoid ‘‘blocks. 

H. R. C.—The 15th, 20th, 22d, 77th and 163d Cos., C.A.C., 
are stationed at Barrancas. There is no immediate prospect 
of their being sent from there. 

CONSTANT READER.—The 9th Infantry is slated for for- 
eign or Alaskan service in 1910. The ehances are it will re- 
lieve the 4th in the Philippines in March, 1910. 

Cc. E. C.—The 10th Cavalry will sail from Manila May 1 
on the Kilpatrick, via Suez and take station at Fort Ethan 
Allen about July 1. 

J. A. L. asks: Having passed examination for post Q.M. 
sergeant, am discharged for disability. If I re-enlist after 
three months would I take my place on the eligible list, or 
be required to take another examination! Answer: Under 
the existing practice on re-enlisting within the three months 
period, if you made the request, your name would be replaced 
on the eligible list—with this exception: that on re-enlisting 
you would be a private, and must reach the rank of sergeant 
to be fully eligible. Under G.O. 43, W.D., 1908, however, 
your case would probably call for a special ruling and in all 
probability you would have to take another examination. 

H. H. H. asks: (1) Was I successful in examination for 
post commissary sergeant? (2) How soon can I expect to be 
appointed? (3) Did Sergt. J. W., C.A.C., pass? Answer: 
(1) Yes. (2) It is not easy to say. (3) No. 

SERGT. F. L. R.—You are on the list. 

C. H. asks: (1) Can a soldier upon being discharged in 
San Francisco re-enlist in San Francisco for the 9th Infan- 
try now at Fort Sam Houston. (2) When will the 9th go 
to the Philippines? Amswer: (1) Apply to the Adjutant 
General of the Army for this. Probably it would be approved. 
(2) The 9th Infantry will probably relieve the 4th Infan- 
try in March, 1910. 

OLD SOLDIER.—The ist Cavalry is to sail from the Phil- 
ippines Jan. 15, 1910, and take station at Fort Des Moines 
about Feb. 20, 1910. 

D. K. J. asks: How may one obtain the Cable Code com- 
monly used by the Army?

Army and Navy Union will be supplied in the Kansas City 
post-office on mail addressed there.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

Consul James W. Ragsdale sends from St. Petersburg 
the report that in spite of strong competition Russia's 
sea communication in the Far East is gradually increas- 
ing. Of late the freight and passenger traffic on the lines 
connecting Vladivostok with Japanese ports has been 
growing, but more slowly. Western Hurope is beginning 
to ship freight over the Siberian Railway, which formerly 
went via Hamburg exclusively. An increase of foreign 
passengers going to Japan and China via Vladivostok is 
also noticeable. With a view to increasing its passenger 
and freight sailings, the Volunteer Fleet ordered from 
the shipyards at Danzig and Elbing five ocean steamers 
of 3,000 tons each and sixteen knots speed. The new 
steamers will be put in service in 1909. They will main- 
tain regular communication between Vladivostok and the 
ports of China and Japan, instead of the foreign steam- 
ers now used by the Volunteer Fleet, which do not meet 
the requirements. The Volunteer Fleet will extend its 
Far Eastern lines in 1909 by opening a new line between 
Vladivostok, Nikolaevsk, Petropaulovsk, the settlements 
a the Sea of Okhotsk and Kamchatka to the Bering 
sea. 

Mr. H. C. Woods, a former lieutenant in the British 
Grenadier Guards, who was removed from the Army over 
a year ago, after his refusal to resign when invited to 
do so, has entered suit against War Secretary Haldane 
and other members of the army council, claiming $375,- 
000 damages. Mr. Woods claims that the council acted 
unconstitutionally, as an act of Parliament empowers 
the commander-in-chief alone to deprive an officer of his 
commission. ‘The demand for Woods’s resignation was 
based on reports by his superior officers, alleging inca- 
pacity. Woods claimed that his studious tastes, his tem- 
perate habits and his refusal to subscribe toward a regi- 
mental coach made him unpopular, and he produced 
excellent reports from other superior officers covering a 
term of years, 

With two light portable field outfits, wireless tele- 
graphic communication has been established between 
Berlin and Vienna by a German company. 

Admiral Prince Henry of Prussia will retire next 
fall from the position of commander-in-chief of the Ger- 
man navy to become grand admiral and general inspector. 
Fle will be succeeded by either Admiral von Fischel or 
Vice-Admiral von Holtzendorf. 

The English-German two-power discussion goes merrily 
on. Now Admiral Sir Perey Scott announces that, 
though Britain may be behind the world in airship build- 
ing, her navy has developed a new gun which, even at a 
distance of 6,000 feet, could be exceedingly destructive 
to airships. 

A bill introduced in the British Parliament seeks to 
introduce a system of compulsory service much after the 
Swiss system, the model of Germany and France being 
avoided. With certain exceptions, every man physically 
fit would belong to the Territorial force between the 
ages of eighteen and twenty-four, and would be subject 
to various periods of training. About 180,000 young 
men would come up for training at the age of eighteen 
for six months, and the liability would extend for six 
years. It is computed that about 300,000 recruits and 
700,000 men could be called up for service in times of 
emergency. Those who satisfied certain educational and 
physical tests could, if they liked, undergo one year’s 
training to avoid liability for later training. 

Gen. Gustave A. Maas, who has a record in the Mexi- 
can army as an Indian fighter, has been sentenced to 
death for killing former Lieut. David Clivarez. Not only 
was the General sentenced to be shot to death, but his 
estate must pay $60 a month to each of the two children 
of the man he murdered for the next twenty years, and 
must also pay the funeral expenses of his victim. General 
Maas is wealthy and has been prominent socially. 

The Hampshire Telegraph reports a demonstration in 
London of the Sjogren automatic system of firearms as 
applied to the military rifle. The adoption of this sys- 
tem, which has the approval of the highest military ex- 
perts of Great Britain, France and Austria, would mean 
that every soldier would carry a miniature Maxim gun. 
The Sjogren-fitted rifle used in the demonstration con- 
tained five cartridges in a clip. The Mauser has ten in 
a clip, but then with a Mauser with each shot it is neces- 
sary to draw and replace the bolt, whereas on the Sjogren 
system the five shots can be fired without the removal of 
the rifle from the shoulder, the rifle responding to as 
many movements of the finger while the marksman main- 
tains and corrects his aim. Of three consecutive clips 
of five cartridges each the slowest time was six seconds 
per clip, and the fastest four seconds for five shots, while 
for loading the longest time occupied was fourteen sec- 
onds and the shortest twelve seconds. The speed of 
shooting thus varied between limits of 900 and 1,125 
shots per hour. Further with a Sjogren-fitted rifle over 
2,000 shots have been fired without a single failure, and 
its capabilities are such that the strength of a defensive 
position behind earthworks is vastly added to. 

Lieutenant Roland, of the 46th French Infantry, in a 
book entitled ‘The Patriotic Education of the Soldier,” 
argues for the establishment of schools in the French 
barracks. In his first experiment to ascertain the gen- 


eral knowledge of the enlisted man Lieutenant Roland 
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selected at random twenty recruits from a large number. 
They.came from all parts of France, and were representa- 
tive of the whole nation. He asked from each man au- 
swers to these questions: “Who were the Galileans?” 
“Who was Jeanne d’Arc?” “Who was Bayard?” “Who 
was Louis XIV?” “What was the French Revolution?’ 
“Who was Napoleon I?” “Where was the War of 1870?” 
“What is Alsace Lorraine?” “Who was Gambetta?’ and 
“Who was Victer Hugo?’ Among the answers, accord- 
ing to Gil Blas, are these: “Jeanne d’Arc was Empress 
of France; died on the scaffold; historical lady—made 
many conquests. Louis XIV is a cabinet minister; was 
an army officer; was king 100 years ago. Napoleon i 
died twenty years ago; was king of the world 100 days; 
was ence King of Spain ; was poisoned at Clermont-Fer- 
rand. Alsace—a large city in France. Algeria—that’s 
what they call the Zouaves ; the capital of Constantinople. 
Gambetta, author; perpetrated the coup d’état; Presi- 
dent of the Re lic; made many discoveries. Victor 
Hugo, President of the Republic; invented vaccination.” 

Out of consideration for the religious scruples of the 
Sikh officers in the Indian medical service, the British 
army regulations have been amended so as to permit 
these officers to keep their hair long and to wear a pug- 
garee instead of the regulation helmet. In the religion 
ef the Sikhs no cutting instrument is ever to touch the 

air. 

The food expert of the United Service Gazette finds 
that in the majority of cases the objections raised by 
the men to canned meats may be laid to the manner 
of their issue to them. The soldier likes, above all things, 
to have his dinner served up to him hot, but either 
through indolence or want of knowledge the cooks in 
many units make no attempt to convert preserved meats 
into hot, appetizing dishes, and the result is that the 
soldier “kicks” against having to sit down to a solid 
cube of cold meat, just in the same way as he would 
protest against having placed before him the ordinary 
cooked meat ration in a perfectly cold state. 

Contracts for the maintenance of Gibraltar as a gar- 
rison and naval base are never opened to foreign com- 
petition and all materials required are brought direct 
from England. The property owned by the local govern- 
ment is in charge of the colonial engineer, and the build- 
ings, repairs and upkeep are let out to public competi- 
tion for a period of one year. Most of the materials 
are supplied by the crown agents, whose head offices 
are in London. The sanitary commissioners, a board

appointed by the governor, which has control of the clean- 
ing of the streets, etc., are also supplied by crown agents. 
Local contractors have unsuccessfully sought to have 
the contracts opened to public competition. Although 
the materials furnished by the crown agents are im- 
ported direct from England, many of the articles are of 
foreign manufacture. Since the completion of the har- 
bor works and graving docks no work of any magnitude 
has been undertaken at Gibraltar. 

In connection with his new system of wireless tel- 
ephony, Prof. Q. Majorana uses a liquid microphone. 
This consists of a small tube which is attached to the 
diaphragm of the microphone and through which a stream 
of water flows between a pair of platinum electrodes. 
When the microphone is vibrated by the voice the stream 
of liquid fluctuates, varying the electrical resistance in 
accordance with the sound of the voice. 

Relatives of German soldiers in active service re- 
ceive gratuitous treatment at sanatoria for tuberculous 
affections. The soldiers of the German army, if hos- 
pital treatment is unsuccessful, receive, on the order of 
the regimental physician, a course of treatment at some 
spa, generally in Germany, but exceptionally even at 
Carlsbad, Marienbad, or Teplitz. Tuberculous soldiers 
are generally sent only to closed sanatoria, but in ex- 





ceptional cases they also are treated at the public health 
resorts. Among the institutions available are the 
tuberculosis wards of the hospitals and a number of 
sanatoria for pulmonary disease. Even tuberculous pa- 
tients belonging to the families of the under officers who 
live in the garrison are sent to the tuberculosis sana- 
toria, if their residence in the garrison would endanger 
their environment. At Frankfurt-a.-M. there is a special 
society which provides a sanatorium at Idstein for the 
relatives of soldiers.”
